THE CHIEF RABBI-ELECT. 


By a striking plurality, Dr. JoserH HERTZ was, on Sunday, elected 
Chief Rabbi. The result of the meeting of the Electoral College is not 
alone a victory for the successful candidate to the high office. Nor is 
it merely a vindication of the recommendation of the Selection Com” 
mittee. Nor, again, is it only a tribute to the consummately «lexterous 
handling by Lord ROTHSCHILD of a gathering which, under less able 
conducting, might easily have become transformed from one of critical 
import to one of dangerous ominousness. It was, above all these, a 
triumph of, and for, the community—a triumph of the community 
over itself, over the bickering, the feud, and the unworthy spirit that 
had manifested themselves especially during the last few weeks of the 
Rabbinate controversy It was a triumph for the community 
in its assurance that the ugly incidents to which we have referred 
are past, that there will be a general rally to support and encourage, in 
the best sense of the word, the choice that has been made. ‘Towards 
that happy consummation of Sunday's gathering the part played by 
Mr. JOSK’'H PRAG and others who with him had strongly opposed Dr. 
HERTZ S candidature must not be ignored. We have noticed in the 
general Press the observation that Mr. PRAG, taking the hint thrown 
out during the meeting by Sir STUART SAMUEL, and in obedience to 
the eloquent appeal of Mr. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD, in calling upon 
the College for a unanimous recognition of the vote of the majority 
acted in British spirit. He and those who with him had led the opposition 
behaved in a spirit even more apt. 
Jaws, 


They demeaned themselves as true 
anxious above all things for peace of the community 
und the highest interests of our common faith. The example they set 
while honourable ‘to themselves, forms a telling warning to all and » 
sundry. The community has no stomach for future petty intrigue and 
malicious machination. It bas had its fill and more by the mere 
taste of this sort of thing in the past. The new CHIEF RABBI 
having been elected by a majority which revealed a decisive opinion in 
his favour, any attempt to controvert the choice of the Electora 
College by refusing full allegiance to Dr. HERTZ in the office to which 
he has bean called, will be visited with the severest condemnation. 
Every effort, we hope, will be made to obliterate the memory of the 
contention through which we bave been carried, by the circumstances 
in which the death of Dr. ADLER found Anglo-Jewry, by an earnest 
endeavour to make of the Rabbinate an institution fully worthy of us at 
our best. 

Nor must the vote of the Electoral College be held in any‘way as 
casting anything like a slur upon Dr. HYAMSON or as indicating any 
lack of recognition of the servicas to the community he has performed 
during a lifetims that has bean spent in its behalf. We oursslves were 
opposed to the candidature of the learned Dayan for the office of Chief 
Rabbi, and we did hesitate to say so. But we were never 
unmindfal of his learning, his ability, or of the debt of gratitude 
dus to him for his earnest labours for the well-being of Anglo- 


the 


not 


Jewry. Constantly during the controversy we have borne 
ungrudging testimony to Dayan HYAMSON’S powers and attain- 
ments. If we could not recommend him to become the successor of 


Dr. ADLER it was not because we did not recognise these, but because 
in our judgment which, as it turns out, was in accord with the opinions 
of the Electoral College, we did not consider that they were of the 
order which alone could entirely equip anyone with the qualities 
necessary in a Chief Rabbi. Rumours have been sedulously set 
afloat that Dayan HYAMSON, asa consequence of Sunday's decision, 
intends no longer to retain his present position in this community. 
We hope they are untrue, or if they are not, that he will repent of any 
such determination, for which, in reality, there is not the remotest 
reason. So far as he is personally concerned, he has retained through 
all the raspect and the esteem of Anglo-Jewry as more than one of its 
leaders speaking at the Electoral College was pleased to testify. Any 
bitterness or any rancour that may have been incidental to the contest 
that is now closed, he can feel assured, touched him not in the least. 
We hope that for many years there may be given to us the advantage of 
his long experience and wide knowledge. We can il! spare them, 
especially in present circumstances. | 

In this connection a word of grateful thanks has to be recorded to 
those other gantlemen who placed themselves at the disposal of the 
community as candidates for the ottice of Chief Rabbi. Notably is 
this the due of Dr. JOSEPH ABRAHAMS and Dr. BERNARD DRACHMAN, 
who travelled from.great distances in order to undertake visits to 
several congregations in this country. That they or the other candi- 
dates, Dr. HERMANN GOLLANCZ and Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES, were not 
selected for recommendation to the Electoral College, must not in the 
least be held in prejudice to the great powers and the high achieve- 
ments, in one direction or another, of all of them, In this or in that 


| respect this or the other candidate that was rejected doubtless excelled 
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those who were recommendei. But the Selection Committee were 
bound not alone to look for a certain combination of qualities rather 
than any spevial qualifications, but to have regard also to the absence 
of qualities the lack of which goss not at all to the detriment of the 
individual concerned. Ageand the opportunities for gaining experience 
are two points by way of instance. 

The decision of the Electoral College rendered a great honour to 
Dr. HERTZ. It reposed in him a great trust, in many aspects the very 
greatest it is in the power of Anglo-Jewry to confer. But it cast upon 
him, too. a responsibilitv the onerousness of which it would be difficult 
to overrate, and the importance of which it would not be oasy 
to exaggerate. This is not the time to dilate upon the work that lies 
before the Chief Rahbbi-elect. Dr. HERTZ, as his eloquent message to 
Israe| in Great and Greater Britain, the terms of which will be 
found elsewere, amply shows, is fully conscious of the heavy duties and 
the vast magnitude of the labour which is inseparable from the ‘office 
upon which he now enters. Al! we need to do at this moment is, in 
the name of the community, to offer him a hearty and heartfelt welcome. 
We pray that he may be spared in health and in strength to 
compass the great task he has undertaken, of guiding Anglo-Jewry 
with loving wisdem, with earnest zeal for its behoof, with unceasing 
care for its best interests and the highest claims of the faith we hold 
dear. May every effort of his, in obedience to this sacred call, merit 
the never-failing blessing of the Most High '

the not least noteworthy aspects of the prolonged Rabbinate 
discussion was the interest displayed in it by the 
general Press. This sprang, no doubt, in part from 
the fact that the Chief Rabbinate, in the late Dr. 
ADLER’S hands, became involved, more and more, in 
public, as distinct from specifically Jewish questions, and that its 
incumbent was, in a sense, a leader in the life of the whole country. 
In part. too, the general newspaper interest was a tribute to the 
conspicuous—sometimes, we fear. too conspicuous—position which 
Jews occupy in this realm. Le‘ us hasten to add that the interest of 
the Press was, as a rule, indeed we might say with only a single excep- 
tion of any note, of a remarkably sympathetic, respectful, and tactful 
character, testifying to the excellent relations prevailing between Jew 
and, Gentile in this country, and to the admirable work performed by the 
late Dr. ADLER himself in the cause of inter-religious goodwill.

The Press and 
the Rabbinate. 


Some attention has, we observe, been civen to the delay which occurred 
in filling the Chief Rabbinate vacancy. But the present case was in no 
sense a new departure in this respect. Dr. NATHAN ADLER was 
elected to the Rabbinate after an interregnum of two years 
from the date of his predecessor's (Dr. HERSCHELL’S) death: 
while it is curious to remember that the interval between the 
death of Dr. NATHAN ADLER and the appointment of Dr. HERMANN 
ADLER was practically of the same length as that which elapsed 
between the death of Dr. HERMANN ADLER and the election of Dr, 
HERTZ, the reason for the long interregnum being the hesita tion of 
the community to entrust even a gentleman who, for ten years, had 
acted successfully as Delegate Chief Rabbi; with the great powers 
attached to the Rabbinate itself. Generally, it may be said that 
the explanation of the usual delay in filling the office lies, in part, 
in the fact that Judaism, being world-wide, the vacant position is 
thrown open to world-wide competition, and this, of itself, entails 
delay in election. 

[IN spite of our emphatic denials the allegation is still persisted in 
in some quarters that the JEWISH CHRONICLE, in 
closing its columns to further correspondence on 
the Rabbinate question, once the Selection Com- 
mittee had reached its decision, was acting under 
external influence or pressure. It is very difficult to 
put a padlock on idle and malicious tongues, or to overtake a slander 
which has already been given a good start. But we would once more 
state that the whole suggestion to which we refer is an absolute 
fabrication from beginning to end. The JEWISH CHRONICLE is not 
accustomed to take its policy from outside sources. It is capable of 
judging for itself on the merits of any particular proposition or move- 
ment. And in the present instance, as in all others, it acted entirely 


upon its own initiative and solely out of regard for what it believed to 
be the interests of the community. 


Closing our 
Columns to 
Discussion. 


It is obvious, indeed, from the remarks of Mr. A. E. SYDNEY last 
Sunday that the Selection Committee, having reached some conclusion 
and presented its report, the situation could not have been affected by 
any correspondence that appeared in the Press. No amount of polite 
letter-writing could have prevented the names of the two candidates 
from being put before the Electoral College. In the calm, judicial 
atmosphere of that gathering the worth of the candidates could be 
impartially weighed, with all the facts bearing. upon the situation 
focussed before the electors. Had we opened our columns to the 
correspondents who were burning to address us, the heavens would 
have been darkened with a thickening cloud of words. Charge and 
counter-charge would have hurtled through the mist. And the result 
would have been an aggravation of existing prejudices and animosities 
and a growing confusion of the public mind and conscience,’ without 
any prospect of altering the facts as they were or any compensating 


advantage in the shape of accelerating a wise decision upon the part of 
the community. The merits of the respective candidates, and every 
aspect of the whole question, had already been thoroughly canvassed. 
Nothing that conld have been written by our correspondents could have 
added to the public knowledge. And we repeat our conviction that we at 
least dd the right thing in assisting to clear the air and to keep a calm 
atmosphere in which the election could be carried on with a maximum 
of clear deliberation and a minimum of bitter arriére pensée. 


WE print, in another column, the message which the Chief 
Rabbi-Elect has addressed to the Jewish 
community. It is a beautiful message, breath- 
ing a fine spirit of peace and conscious responsi- 
bility. In circumstances which we detail else- 
where we thought it well to communicate it 
with its invocation of the aid of bis spiritual co-workers to the Jewish 
Ministers. But with Dr. HERTZ's words before them the message 
which that body has thought fit to cable to the new Chief Rabbi forms 
an almost painful contrast to bis own heartfelt sentences. Not 
a word of congratulation or gocdwill, not a syllable of welcome 
to one who is to bear with them the common burden of a common 
mission, not a trace of warmth or chivalry or sympathy towards 
a man who, at the first opportunity, asks in the terms he does 
for their co-operation “for my brethren and companions’ sakes.’ 
~ for our people and for the cities of our Ged.’ Merely a formal 
resolution of acknowledgement of his election such as one haughty 
society dame might send to another whose genealogical tree had, for- 
sooth, a notch or two the less than her own to its record. ~The 
Ministers reciprocate’’' The Ministers’ message stands out in glaring 
contrast, not alone to that of the Chief Rabbi-Elect, but to one of 
their own contriving. For Dr. HYAMSON—as a matter, of course, notin 
itself to be complained of but highly to be commended —there is an 
expression of the profoundest goodwill. To this there could be no objec” 
tion did it not stand in such sharp and ostentatious contrast to the 
treatment of Dr. HERTZ.

Indeed, if we are to look for what is worthy of Judaism at-all, we must 
seek it intheadmirable messaue which the Chazanim, much contemned 
of the Preachers, have sent across the Atlantic—a message which 
would make the cold words of the Ministers blush if printers’ ink could 


fuel—or, in the message of Dayan FELDMAN. The Munisters 
ought really to understand that it is time the ~ recent 
miserable little squabble, in which they have played a 


none too glorious part, ceased. The community is longing for peace, and 
for an active movement for the good of all that concerns Judaism in 
these islands and the lay element among us is showing its desire to con- 
tribute to that consummation We hardly care to contemp! ae the effect 
upon the Ministers themselves of persistence in an un-English and 
unworthy attitude towards a man who is bending bimeelf in a God-fearing 
spirit to a task of immense gravity. The Ministers have a great oppor- 
tunity before them. They are called upon to prove themselves loyal 
co-workers of the new CHIEF RABBI and their willing intention of 
co-operating with him in the great work which lies nearest to all our 
hearts. Let them do the right and manly thing by doing the duty 
expected of them by the commupity. 


THE position of the synagogue in our modern Jewish life formed the 
subject recently of an interesting discussion on the 
The Synagogue part of the West London Synagogue Association and 
and Social an eloquent sermon (by the Rey. I. RAFFALOVICH), 
Effort. at liverpool. The sermon and the discussion might 
usefully be set side by side. Mr. RAFFALOVICH 
spoke of the ‘ waning of the influence of the synagogue,”’ and asked 
whether it exercised any influence at all over the people,’’ answering 
his question with the reply that “the synagogue does not attract the 
people because it has no message to deliver,’ In the discussion at the 
West London Synagogue Association the remedy was suggested for this 
situation. The synagogue, it was proposed, should enlarge its message, 
so as to give it a social as well as religious content. Religion, said 
Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE, should be pressed into the service of the 
cause of social progress; and he’ advocated the treatment in the 
pulpit of many questions, but from a non-party standpoint.” 


Many of us must often have asked ourselves whether we could not 
vitalise the synagogue by bringing it, as it were, into the work 


shop and making it an instrument of social progress. ; But,” 
as the Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH wisely pointed out, it is not 
easy for the preacher, when dealing with social questions, to 


avoid saying something which, though he does not intend ‘it, seems 
to savour of partisanship.” Economic questions, in particular, go 


‘down to the roots of our social system, and we can easily imagine that 


a bold handling of such problems in the pulpit would divide the con- 
gregation to its base, and perhaps estrange old congregants without 
bringing new ones. We should be sorry to say that the Synagogue 
should cut itself off from social subjects. But any large invasion of 
the social sphere must be undertaken very tentatively and with a 
maximum of caution and tact. At the same time there would seem to 
be one respect, at all events, in which the Synagogue might show a 
little more elasticity. At present the congregants have no corporate 
life other than what exists at the services. They do not meet together 
except for prayer and many of them are mutually unknown. If they 
could be brought together occasionally on a social footing, not only 
would a warmer atmosphere pervade the congregation, but in the genial 
warmth more than one campaign might originate for the common good,

THE FUTURE COMMUNAL WORKERS. 
A WEISNICHTWO STORY. 


By MENTOR. 


WAY from what in these columns has been called the hurly-burly of the 
Rabbinate controversy, the fateful 16th of February in this year of 
grace is, for me, passing away as free from -incident and event as an 
average Iinglish Sunday. The open country that skirts the metropolis, 

the wide stretches of meadowland rising and falling with the symmetry of 
Nature's own devising. even the browsing kine, with the rural .background of 
farm and homestead, living replicas of pictures limned by many an old 
master, all bring to mind a salient fact. The world is made up of that which 
is comparatively evanescent and that which is comparatively permanent. 
Nature's work and human device are but alternative terms for a division that 
is identical. The interchangeability of terms is doubtless the reason why 
man pays a greater regard to that which is evanescent than to that which is 
permanent. For our own handiwork we have a particular partiality. That is 
doubtless why it is not unreasonable to suppose that, as these lines are 
being written, large numbers of Anglo-Jewry are experiencing deep interest in 
the Kabbinate election that to-day is proceeding. In the choice of Chief 
Rabbi there is much that touches the permanent, even though’there is more 
that touches the evanescent. Upon its capacity to winnow the evanescent 
from the permanent, which the community may evince, rests the success or 
the failure of the communal selection which before to-morrow will have gone 
over to history. 

Of Weisnichtwo the: controversy that is about if not to end. then to 
enter a new and a more ‘profitable phase, brings to mind more than one 
incident. There, as here, a spiritual Chief had to be selected. There, as 
here, the selection threw up points of grave import. Not here and now is it 
deemed desirable to tell the whole story. Another day details may be 
narrated without their appearing to be reflections, as in a mirror of time, of 
current events. But the memory is at the moment inevitable of how the good 
folk of Weisnichtwo fixed upon a quality so apparently foreign to the essentials 
of a Chief, that the hair of his head should be of auburn tinge. The reason for 
the decision was, however, by no means devoid of justification. Capillary 
adornment of other hue was disliked and despised in Weisnichtwo. Far 
and wide the search for one who was fitted and who possessed auburn hair 
proved conclusively that just that particular colour about the head, as things 
will happen in this world, had for generations proved a bar sinister to any 
training for the duties. The poor Weisnichtwoites were at their wit’s end. 
They could obtain a Chief with black hair or brown or grey or red. Auburn, 
however, was the difficulty and auburn was essential. Difficulty developed 
into dilemma and dilemma into crisis, and still there was no solution. ust, 
however, in the nick of time, when the matter had reached a stage past 
which it could no longer be tolerable, the Gordian knot was cut by a means 
simple and yet dazzling in its cleverness, It was a barber who solved 
the problem. He repaired to a Chief who otherwise was eminently 
acceptable but whose locks were raven. By generous application of a pig- 
ment—ls. the bottle—his hair was turned as by magic into a hue of brilliant 
auburn. The candidate was received with unanimity by the Wiesnichtwoites, 
and they were happy after, until—the device of the barber and the true 
colours of the chief were discovered! What happened to the chief, and how 
the Weisnichtwoites turned and rent the barber, must be told on some futtire 
occasion. To tell it here would be but to prolong what is an entire digression | 

> 
The general Press during the last week or two, which anyone who 
searched with great care could have discovered contained one or two items 
not connected with the Rabbinate, has been discussing what is a profound source 
of anxiety to those who are wishful of seeing a vastly increased Navy guarding 
England’s shores. To obtain m1 o' war it has been discovered is one 
thing. To equip them with men is entirely another. Twelve-inch guns with 
enormous destroying power, armour plates with unassailable resistance, are 
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obtainable with comparative ease. It is the man behind the gun, the seaman 
beneath the sides of the floating fort, who in the end has, so to apeak. to tell 
the story. The trouble that is likely soon to confront the Navy will earlier find 
its counterpart in our community. We speak glibly, and with an air of 
positive assurance, about communal reorganisation. It ia needed beyond 
doubt. It must form the firat concern of our new Chief Rabbi. Bat the 
difficulty that will present itself will not be in schemes and plans set out on 
paper. Of these we shall have enough and to spare. Most. of them will 
contain much that will prove practicable and more that will be utterly 
unworkable. Some will be devices perfect in every aspect. What, however, 
as a drawback will be common to them all, is where to obtain the men to 
work them. 

The communal! worker of tha future is a real problem for Anglo-Jewry. 
As the veterans drop out of the ranks or are called to rest. there appears a 
woful dearth of recruits of the calibre, the fimfre, the influence, and the 
capacity of those whose places have to he fi'led. It is a trite observation that 
our institutions, our synagogal councils, our boards, no longer attract the clasa 
_in the community they once did. The cauce is not far to seek. The social 
emancipation of the English Jew, following his political enfranchisement, has 
widened his sphere of activity. as it has broadened his outlook upon the world. 
He is no longer, as it were, thrown back upon himeelf and thus compelled to 
find vent for his public aspirations and his public energies within the four 
walls of Jewry. Parliament, the Manicipal Councils, learned societies and 
general institutions yield to the Jew to-day an extensive field of public usefnl- 
ness. There is no need to dilate on the attractions from without that draw 
the Jew away from communal effort. They must be patent to anyone who, 
even casnally. considers the point Nor will anyone who thinks about the 
matter leave out of account the instinctive sentiment, which need not here he 
denominated, which renders so many of our peop'e more desirous of tending 
the vineyards of others than of tending their own vineyards. 


In addition, however, to the attractive force which is drawing off from 
the community potential workers there is a propulsive to be reckoned 
with. The encouragement that in the past has been accorded to young 
men to take their share of the communal burdens has _ been 
beyond measure meagre. If they belonged to wealthy families they 
were fawned upon, flattered and spoilt for any good work. If they 
did not, they were frowned uvon as interlopers. Independence of thought 
or any exhibition of personality has.been repressed with an energy that 
has more than frequent'y approached the rude. Young men burning with 
a desire to serve their fellow-Jews have found the fires of their ambition 
quenched by the cold donche of disdain and discouragement with which their 
efforts have been greeted. There is no necessity here to labour this side of 
the uestion any more than the other to which attention has been called. 
It is palpable, it is set before our eyes—the eves of any of us who desire to 
look at facts. Men of fine feeling, and keen sensibility born of culture, will 
not endure the treatment reserved for so many who seek to shoulder the 
burdens of communal! life. Thus, thoy either retire in disgusted desp rir at an 
early period of their careers, or, seeing the fate of others, refuse to risk it 
for themselves. 

There is nothing new, nothing original, nothing profound in all here said 
about the growing dearth of communal workers. Nor is there anything new; 
original or profound concerning the cause of the growing dearth. But the 
subject is claimed as topical. The election of a new Chief Rabhi must be the 
prelude for communal re-organisation of an extensive if not a drastic nature. 
Schemes and plans and devices we shal! not lack. Without efticient com. 
rounal workers the best laid of schemes is doomed to “ gang agley.”’ It is in 
finding eflicient communal! workers that our ditticulties will arise. Where are 
the men to man our “ men o’ war” ?

PROTEST BY BELFAST LIBERALS AGAINST INJUSTICE TO JEWS. 


At the last general meeting of the North Belfast Branch of the Ulster Liberal

of the Britieh Crown. These restrictions constitute, in our opinion. an intolerable 
denial of religious liberty and an indefencible interference with the rights of Britiah 
eitizens, and we urge that the British Foreign Secretarv should prees upon the 
Russian Government the necessity for the abolition of this invidious distinctinn, 
and claim that British citizens of whatever creed shou'd all equally enjoy unim- 
paired and anchallenged al! the rights of British citizens.”

MR. BONAR LAW. 

Mr. BONAR LAW aaid he did not wish to press the point that Sir Felix 
Schueter, Chairman of the F nance Committee of the India Office, was 
also Chairman of the bank which did basiness with them, because if they 
were to have business men to guide the India (ffive they mnet. be 
business men who knew something about business. (Cheers.) l’ersonally 
he made no charge of corruption against any member on the Treasury Bench, but 
the suspicion he entertained was suspicion of corruption in using patronage in 
order to strengthen the political machine. (Ov-position cheers.) He did not 
enggest that even that arose in this matter. He did not for a moment suggest 
that the Postmaster-General had anvtbing to do with theese transactions. The 
same with regard to the Under-Secretary. (Opposition cheers) To avy firm 
whose business it was to deal in silver the ob‘aining of the contract undoubtedly 
gave the means of making money to practically any extent they chose. No 
honest firm wonld do it, and he did not auggest that Messrs. Montagu did. 
Conld anyone imsgine a case more likely to raise suspicion than the giving of 
‘his contract to this partionlar firn? Oas member of it was a supporter 
of the Government in the Honse; the late head of it was made a peer 
by the present Government, and one was made a baronet. He did 
not make any charge. He did not suggest that they did tske advantage. 
and he did not ask for an inquiry into that matter against Messrs. Samuel 
Montagu. A business firm had the right to push its bneiness. It was the 
Government alone which was responsible if there were any blame in the matter. 
He did oot make any charge of corruption against the Government or against 
Mesers. Montagu, but he did believe that a great mistake was made ip taking 
thie business away from the Bank of England, which had been unfairly treated. 
He trusted that the Prime Minister would give some intimation that such a mistake 
should not occur again. (Opposition cheers). 


THE PRIME MINISTER. 

Mr. ASQUITH said that terme like “corruption ” and “suspicion of corrup- 
tion ” were much too freely employed, because, though the House knew the sense in 
which they were used, they were interpreted and understood in a very different sense 
outside. Though Mr. Gwynne disclaimed pointedly and explicitly any intention 
of making any refl-ction npon Mr. E S. Montagn, the Under-Secretary for India, 
there was a passage in his speech which was calculated to give some colour to the 
imputation which he did not expres:ly make. Mr. Montaga had gone to India at 
the request of the Viceroy and Government of India to study the questions of 
policy and administration. He was anxions to retarn and deal with the matter 
now under discussion, but he (Mr Asqnith) took the responsibility of telling him 
not to curtail hie visit. The right hon. gentleman then said the Government 
would refer the question to a Royal Commiesian. 

POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S DISCLAIMER. 

Mr. H. SAMUEL, as a member of the Government connected by ties of rela- 
tionship with members of the firm of Samuel Montagu, desired to say as a matter 
of personal explanation that he bad neitber part nor lot in the matter from first 
to last, and that he was perfectiv unaware that there was any qnestion of 
employing that firm or that the firm was buying silver till the purchase was 
completed. 

Mr. GWYNNE said that in view of the statement of the Prime Minister that 
he intended to set up a Royal Commission to inquire into the larger question, he 
would beg leave to withdraw his motion to set up a Select Committee. 

The SPEAKER put the motion that leave should be given to withdraw the 
motion, but objection was taken by several members on the Government side of 
the Houee. 

Lord H. Ceciu (U., Oxford University) characterised the matter as one of 
great gravity. The Government seemed imperfectly to realise bow serious & 
breach of public delicacy had been committed.

Tbe Russian Empire is now evergetically pusbing forward the preparations

THE REAL RUSSIAN CONTKASI., 


In the camp of our enemies we have a notabe contrast. - It is no mere coinci 
dence that during the last few.weeks just the authorities of those provinces where 
the officials are pre-eminently occupied with Jewish expulsions and repression 
had to consider special measures to arrest the rising tide of crime and hooliganism 
Kieff was one example, where the former Governor Girs planted lawlessness. Now 
he has been transferred to Minsk, where he began his career by exiling Jews from 
the villages, and where expulsions on a greater ecale still, affecting several 
thousands of Jews, are beiny arranged by him to commence in the spring. In 
i; katerinoslay, a special Bill is even necessary to deal with the crime reigning in 
the province controlled by the Real Russian Governor Yakunin. Eqaally horrify 
ing are the official reports of the investigators into the criminal proceedings of 
some of the Real Russian Governors during the last elections, and more especially 
in Nijoi-Novgorod. 

CONSOLING NEWS. 

Realising the rise of the Liberal tide in tho country, the auti-Semites are 
making desperate efforts to direct the attention of the peasants to the alleged 
Jewish evil by occasional anti-Jewish rioting and by means of Real Russian educa- 
tion. They hoped that the ecclesiastical deputies would be able to exercise a 
con: manding intlaence on the peasant members of the Dama and induce the latter 
to join the Real Russians. Inatead, however. the anti-Semites have now the task 
of getting rid of the leader of the priests in the Dama, Bishop Nikon, who, as I 
recently reported, bas proved far from a violent Real Russian. A few weeks ago 
our enemies organised Real Russian courses for the Potchayetff peasants, bat the 
latter replied to their instructors that “they required land, which the Jews did 
not possess, and consequently they bad no quarrel with them ” at perbaps the 
most siguvificant announcement of the past week was the news tat the Government 
had consented to amend the kreedom of Conscience Bills, not in accordance with 
the Real Russian wishes, but on a more Libera! basis. This is significant in con- 
nection with the warning despatched to the Premier by the Chief Procurator

THE ITALIAN COUNCIL OF STATE. 
Signor Malvano Appointed President. 


Italy bas distinguished itself by having bad a Jew as Prime Minister, and 
another as Minister of War, not to speak of the Jewish Mayor of Rome. Another 
coreligionist has been highly honoured in the person of Senator Malvano, who bas 
been appointed President of the Council of State. Jews are members of the 
Councils of State in France and Holland, but neither have yet attained the rank 
now given to Senator Malvano, who has rendered distinguishe:! services to bis 
country. Born in I841, he entered the diplomatic service in 12, and in 1ss7 
had become En\ oy-Extraordinary and Minister l’lenipotentiary. Two years later 
he was appointed member of the Council of State, and afterwards became General 
Secretary at the Ministry of Foreiga Atiairs. He served in this capacity under 
several Cabinets and was virtually if oot actually Foreign Minister. He arranged 
a number of commercial treaties between Italy and other States. Signor Ma!lvano 
has also devoted his attention to science, and was repeatedly electad \ise-l’resident 
of the Italian Geographical Society. 


THE RUSSIAN PARLIAMENTARY SESSION. 
Important Ministerial Statement on Jewish Contractors. 


{From our Correspondent.! 


I recently referred to the tendency of anti-Semitic officials to dispense 
with Jewish contractors for the army, dee;ite the praiseworthy manner in which 
our coreligionists deal with the army supply department. The fact that many 
honest officials still prefer to deal with Jewish contractors led last week to an 
anti-Semitic interpellation in the Duma Committee. The Assistant Minister of 
War, General Vernander, admitted that the employment of Jewish contractors 
was in the interests of the State exche:uer, and, therefore, no distinction of race or 
creed could be made in this case. His statement incidentally proved to be a 
powerful reply to those deputies who, in avother Committee, questioned the 
honesty of Jewish merchants. 

The Opposition is preparing an interpellation to the Government against the 
frequent expulsion of Jews in various parts of the Empire. 

The Committee of the Upper House iast week resolved that non-Christians 
cannot fulfil the duties of principal in a school attended by Christian children. 


A JEWISH CHIEF BURGOMASTER AT BUDA-PESTH. 


For the first time a Jew, in the person of the distinguished journalist and 
author, Dr. Franz Heltai, holds the important office of Chief liargomaster of 
Buda-Pesth. Hia success at the election, which took place last Saturday, was 
assured, as be was the nominee of the Government and was the favourite candi 
date. Dr. Heltai is a member of the Hangarian Parliament, and was formerly 
Director General of the |'uda-Pesth Gasworks. 


THE OLD ROTHSCHILD PREMISES. 


[From a Correspondent. ] 
FRANKFORT, 


The old premises of the Rothschild firm in Frankfort, have just been presented 
to the Jewish (ommunity in that town by Baroness Edmond de Rothschild of 
Paris. A simple building, erected by the brothers Rothschild, the premises 
continued to be used as the headquarters of the Il rankfort branch of the firm antil 
the death of Baron Willy de Rothschild, when the local branch of the house 
became amalgamated with thé Frankfort Diskontegesellachaft, and is now the 
premises of the Domestic Training School for Jewish girls. A condition of the 
presentation is the continuance of the bailding as the headquarters of Jewish 
social work. It may be remembered that an attempt was made to destroy the 
building some forty yearsago. On the morning of April 1%th, 1571, a gentleman 
made his appearance at the oflices of the firm and presented a letter in which he 
threatened to blow up the house unless a sum of four million marks were paid him 
before 10 o’clock the same evening. Confirmation of the threat was afforded by a 
fearful detonation which was heard almost immediately, doors opening and some 
one hundred and twenty-five windows being shattered. Employés of the firm were 
injured by the flying eplintera of glass which filled the air, while a second bomb. 
which had failed to explode was discovered, filled with nitro-glycerine, in the 
courtyard. The culprit, an Alsatian named Mueller, was arrested, but was found 
on examination to be irresponsible for his actions and was let off. The Jewish 
Community of Frankfort now hope to estatli:h their administrative offices in this 
home of old associations. 

In connection with the above notice, it may be remembered that the 
Rothschild family presented the Guentersburg Park, one of the finest in the 
neighbourhood, some years ago to the city of Frankfort. 


Strong Measures Against Rioting.

Last week I reported that anti-Jewish rioting was in progress at the goods 
station at hKiel!. Acting on superior ordors, the authorities have finally issued a 
serious warning to the rioters, threatening them with exile from the city. The 
hooligans consequently deemed it advisable to refrain from farther excesses. 


AUSTRIAN SOCIALISTS AS ANTI-SEMETIC DEMAGOGUES., 
[From a Correspondent. | 
VIENNA. 
Much excitement has been caused by the aati-Semitic article inthe Arbeiter 
Zetun;, which is entirely controlled by Jews, and in which two members of the 
Austrian Reichstrath bave been furionsly attacked becanse they have defended a 
cause of common justice against the Government. The Polish Club has suggested 
to the Austrian Government that in order to make the Jews of Galicia pay taxes 
according to their income, books and accounts of the varions firms shall be 
examined by State Iospectors. The carrying out of this scheme would place the 
Jews of Galicia entirely at the mercy of the l’olish nationalists. Two members 
of the \ustrian [icichstrath, Herren Breiter and lieizes, who thought that such a 
measure would only lead to corraption and abuse, decided to oppose the Bill in 
Parliament against the wishes of the Jewish members of the Polish Clab, who are 
of course, anxious to see the Bill become law. Both members, in order to prevent 
the passing of the Bill, applied the usual Austrian parliamentary methods with 
obstractive speeches and urged its withdrawal on the Government. on politica! 
grounds. The whole Viennese press, with the exception of the few anti-Semitic 
organs, approved this step of Herren Breiter and Rsizas, and condemned the 
goveroment for having listened to the anti-Semitic suggestions of the Polish Club. 
But the Socialist Arbeiter Zeitung entered the lists with an article fall of anti-Semitic 
attacks on these two parliamentarians, whom they characterised as swindlers and 
jobbers, suggesting also that they were more or less bribed by the Jewish middle 
clasees. The | vter/and and another anti-Semitic journal reproduced this article in 
order to show how far the corruption of the Jews goes. The attitude of the 
socialist Arbeiter Zeitung to all matters Jewish is far worse than that of the anti.

Paul Nathan and Bernhard Kabn, discussed with these gentlemen 
the means of givinga fresh impetus to the schools which it supports in Salonika.

The German “Jewish” Press and Herr Duehring. 
[From our Correspondent.) 


BERLIN. 

The famous German philosopher and anti-Semite, Prof. Daehring, who once 
tried to prove that Heine was mixed up in a ritual murder, celebrated his eightieth 
birthday a few days ago. The whole German press, without distinction of party, 
published long articles in honour of Herr Duehring, who, it must be admitted, is a 
philosopher and scholar of great repute. Some moderate papers blamed the old 
philosopher for his furious attack on the Jews, and mentioned the fact that he was 
the author of infamous anti-Semitic articles and essays, which largely contri. 
buted to the spread of the movement in Germany. Even conservative papers 
reminded Herr Duehring that he was steeped in anti-Semitism, and that active 
anti-Semitic propaganda was incompatible with the dignity of a German university 
professor, and especially a philosopher of his standing. Only the Liberal Press, 
which is mostly controlled by Jews, and especially the Berlimer Tajeblatt, when 
writing on Herr Duehring on the occasion of the anniversary, thought fit not to 
mention his anti-Semitic doings and propaganda. Although it is well known to 
every man in Germany that | )uehring went still further in his anti-Semitic attacks 
than the late Dr. Sticker, and that he had introduced a spirit of anti-Semitism 
into the university, the consequences of which are only too visible to-day when 
the German undergraduates claim the expulsion of the Russo-Jewish students, 
the “Jewish” Press bas succeeded in printing the biography of this Jew-hater 
and praising bis achievements in the domain of philosophy, science, and politics, 
without even allowing it to be understood that from the Jewish point of view 
Daehbring was one of the greatest evil-doers of the nineteenth century. Th 
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attitade has not propitiated the anti-Semites, and papers of the type of the 
isbirver Zeitung now speak of the “ Liberal Jews with Christian hearts who 
Jon their greatest enemies out of lack of courage and Jewish eime.” Shame!

SUCCESSFUL APPEALS AGAINST REJECTION. 


There was a short sitting of the London Immigration Appeal Board last 
Tuesday, for the purpose of considering the appeale of foar Jewish immigrants. 
The Board comprised Alderman Sir George Woodman (who presided), Mr. J. Prag, 
J.P?., and Mr. Boustred. Mr. Isaac Landan attended on behalf of all the 
appellants, who had come from Liban e» the “ l’erm.” 

The first case taken was that of a young girl, MASH& KUSSELMAN, aged 16. 
The Immigration Officer stated that he rejected her because he had no positive evi- 
dence that she wonld be looked after here. The officials at Sara Pyke House reported, 
as a result of their enquiries, that the girl appeared in every way respectable. 
The girl, on being called before the Board, said she was a dressmaker, that she had 
no parents. and that she came here to live with her sister, a ‘Mra. Cooper, who 
resided at Dalston. On the sister’s undertaking, the Board decided to allow the 
appeal. 

The next appellant was SHAYA WIENER, a lad of eighteen, who stated that he 
was atailor. He was refused leave to land on the ground that he was likely to 
become a public charge. The officer stated that although Wiener had over £5 in 
his possession he had no definite offer of work here. An uncle, who had been here 
several years, offered to look after the alien, and a master tailor uadertook to give 
him constant employment. 

Mr. Boustred asked him whether he had difficulty in fiading hands, and he 
replied that he had work sufficient to keep even moce msaemployed. la saaswer 
to Sir George Woodman, Mr. Landan suggested that the case was a normal one for 
admission. The room was however cleared, aud after a short daliberation the 
Chairman anvonnced that the appeal woald be allowed. 

HERTZ LERBOWITZ, a singleman, had also been rejected on the ground that 
he was likely to become a public charge. The officer told the Board that the 
appellant had informed him that he was comiag here to a relative and intended to 
proceed with him to Sonth Africa, bat Lerbowitz was unable to produce 4 ticket, 
and, moreq¥ér; had practically no money in his possession. 

The Chairahan asked what evidence there was to confirm the appellant’s 
statement, and Mr. Landaa, in reply, said that there wa3 no doubt aboutit because 
the necessary money had already been deposited with the Shelter authorities, and 
they would purchase the ticket for the pasaage immediately. 

On the Shelter’s undertaking the appeal was allowed. 

The last appeal was that of VELVA GABOVITCH, a married man, who came 
here to seek employment, trade boing bad in Russia. The Officer stated that the 
appellant had described himself in the official form as a tailor, but in his army 
papers which he produced there was no meation of appellant's occupation. 
Gabovitch stated that he had served for a period of three years in the Rassiar 
Army, and if allowed to enter this country would send for his wife and children if 
successfiil in gaining employment. A brother-ia-law. in the course of his evidence, 
said that be had invited the appellant to come here, aud a master tailor offered 
Gabovitch immediate employment. Doubts as to the occupation of the appellant 
were eventually cleared up, and after a long deliberation in camera it was decided 
to allow the appeal, on the written undertaking of the master tailor, which was 
given.

In that report you state as follows: “ Mr. Landau, at the 
conclusion of the sitting on Monday, lodged an appeal in authoritative quarters, 
and, thanks to the prompt measures he adopted, was successful in gaining per- 
mission to have the children temporarily lodged at the Jews Shelter pending 
further proceedings. Mr. Landan then took steps to get himself into communica. 
tion with the Home Office, and on his representation the Department conceded to 
his request to have the whole case re opened, and further gave him permission to 
call expert medical evidence.” 

What actually happened was, that having made an ine!fectual protest to the 
Immigration Board on the Monday, I reported all that had taken place to the 
Solicitor and Secretary to the Lsoard of Deputies, Mr. Charles H. |.. Emanuel, 
and he it was who at once took prompt and energetic measures to place the whole 
matter before the Home Otlice. In addition to writing the Home ffice authorities 
Mr. Emanuel attended there specially, and had a personal interview at which he 
strongly pressed that a re-hearing should be granted, and with successful results.

CEMETERY AT WILLESDEN. 


FIRST ANNUAL MEETING, 

The announcement that the Liberal Jewish Synagogue has acquired a site 
for a burial ground at Willesden, adjacent to the one belonging to the United 
5: nagogae, was made at the first annuus! meeting of the S¢nagowae, which was held 
at the Hotel Great Central last Sanday. The President, Mr. CLAUDE G. 
MONTEFIORE, was in the Chair. 

Befure proceeding with the business on the agenda, the CHAIRMAN allnded to 
the election of the Chief Rabbi that had that day taken place. His references 
thereon will be found else where in this issue. Proceeding. be said that be had 
had a bney day, be baving atteaded a meeting of the Berkeley Street Synagogne, 
and later, a very 'mportant and interesting function connected with the oldest 
Jewish body in this country, namely, the foundation. stone laying of a new Beth 
Holim. He had now the pleasure of attending the firat annual meeting of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, the youngest of tne bodies, and be was not sure that 
he did not feel most at home at that meeting. Io moving the adoption of the 
report, Mr Mont: fiore said that that document spoke eloqaently for iteélf, for it 
indicated a record of a year’s arduous and successful work. It was obvious that 
the report was correct in stating that the most important event of the year was 
the arrival in this country of Mr. Mattack. It was, toa very large exient, due to 
him that 

THE OUTLOOK WAS SO PROMISING 
for the Synagogue, and it was (jue to him and to bis work and the esteem in 
which he was held, the manner in which be bad managed to bring people into the 
Synagogae, and the way in which he was maxiog the cuildren deeply attached to 
bim, that the futare loomed so bright. Of couree in one respect they stood in 
& Very special position. Tbeirs was the Synagogns of the Jewish Religions Uaion 
and so Was Dot, as Were Other sybagogues, quite content to stand still and wait for 
members to come to them. They felt bouad to carry on the traditions of the 
Uuion and to interest themselves in making members, for the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue and the Jewish Religious Union were two inatitutfons very closely 
Allied. Kut be would like to make it clear that they were not anxious to detach a 
sing'e member from a synagogae where he found satisfaction and where he found 
that bis religions desires were met aud where he was real.y an actual member. 
They were aaxious to go out to 82ek those brothers and sisiers of theirs who were 
not attached to any syvagogu-, or only nomina ly attached bat were not satisfied 
That part of their duty they did not intend, so far as lay in their power, to 
neglect. Mr. Montefiore then called attention to the paragraph in the report with 
regard to the question of finance. Considering the priuciple adopted they had come 
out fairly well, aithough not «alte so satisfactory as might be desired. They were 
determived to take their stand on the priaciple of volantary offerings, but he was 
extremely anxious that this system should be absolutely justified by the results. 
It would never do for the impression to gain currency that they were underselling 
other ¢ynagogues, and that, therefore, people came there because the subscriptions 
were lower than those obtaining elsewhere. He wanted it emphatically known 
that they 
DID NOT INTEND UNDERSELLING OTHER SYNAGOGUES, 
It was to avert such @ charge being brought against them that he asked the mem. 
bers to give to the full measure of their purse. The Chairman went on to refer to 
another activity of the Synagogue, namely, the propaganda work that it had been 
decided to carry on amony themselves, by tbe aid of religions meetings at the houses 
of certain members. He aliuded to the change that bad taken piace in the secretary. 
ship by the resigaation of Mr. A. Lindo Henry, who had acted as Hon. Secretary 
for ten years. J hbeir gratitade towards bim was extremely keen, for it was by no 
meaus too mach to say, that without bis constant attention and work, the move- 
ment could hardly have been kept goiwg in the ten difficult years between its 
foundation and the arrival of the Rev. Mr. Mattuck. Mr. Montefiore was pleased 
to mention that for the tirst time in the history of the movement services were 
held every Saturday and on the mornings and evenings of the Festivals during 
the year. They were not losing sight of the 
QUESTION OF FRIDAY EVENING SERVICES 

and their non-introduction so far had not been because it was felt they were 
undesirable. Ino fact, they were hopiug toiatrodace these services as time went on. 
The introduction of the new prayers had met with great success. Saturday morn. 
ing services for the children had been started, and there, with the Classes, held 
under the tutorship of Mr. Mattuck, with the assistance of Miss Rose Solomon on 
Sunday mornings, were very successfal. The number of children on the roll atthe 
inception of the Ciasses was nine; the number had since increased to thirty-seven. 
These Classes were an integral aud most essential part of the Synagogue, and it 
behoved them to make them a complete success. la conclusion, Mr. Montefiore 
said they woald all agree with him that the Synagogue was making progresa in the 


very important aod boly work, and it was !ocumbent upon all of them to work as 
hard as they could io that holy cause. 


Burial Arrangements. 


Mr. M. A. GREEN, Chairman of the Burial Committee, seconded the adoption 
of the report and accounts. He mentioned that during the year arrangements 
were satisfactorily completed by which civil marriages could legally be solemnized 
in the Synagogue at the same sime the religious ceremony was performed. Mr. 
Green theo proceeded make statement. coucerning the arrangements for 
burial. He referred to their uasuccessful endeavours when the Synagogue was 
founded to make arrangements for burial in one of the Jewish cemeteries already 
in existence, but alluded to the tolerant action of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, 
who, op application, had very geuerously allotted twenty-five grave spaces on terms 
and conditions exceedingly equitable in every respect. None of these grave 
spaces, be was glad to say, hat as yet been claimed. The negotiations for burial 
facilitivs at Kensal Green feil through at tae very last moment owing to certain 
legal requirements, while it was asceriained that there would be some difficulty 
concernblug Sanday burials. steady and stardy growth of the Synagogue, how- 
ever, prompted the Council! to make endeavours to secure a 

CEMETERY BELONGING EXCLUSIVELY TO THE CONGREGATION, 
which would then be self-contained and fully equipped. Several sites had been 
investigated and after much searching they bad come across a site which, he 
thougot, all would agree with him io describing as ideal. It was situated in 
Pound Lane, Willesdea, aud was adjacent to the cemetery of the United Syna- 
gogae, from which it was divided by a back wali only. The site, which had 
aiready been approved by the Local Government Board, occupied an area of two 
acres, aud contained 1,500 grave spaces. Heads of agreement bad already been 
reached between themsvives and the vendors, aod, subject to fturmaliues, the 
Synagogue would euter 10 vacant pussessiva of the s.te on the 25th of March next. 
He reierred to the suitability of the locality, whica would appeal to them certainiy 
on the ground of sentiment, for the cemetery at Wilesden nad become sacred to 
mauy by mauy tender associations. They would aim in ordering and beautifying 
their side of tae Campo Santa so as to make it worthy of the United Synag gue 
side, which did creas to the Burial Committee of that body. They iatendea to 
make ail buriais of the simplest cosaracser, and the monuments to be erected would 
also be distiuguished by their modest appearance. Several’ members of the 
body were 
STRONGLY IN FAVOUd& OF CREMATION, 


and it had been decideu to provide for a columbarium, ia waoich cremated remains 
could beinterred. The grouad was also to be available for members of the community 


who were not memb ra of the Synagogue, and it had farther been decided, with 
Mr. Mattack’s approval, to give permi-sion to call in Orthodox Mivoisters to con- 
doct burial services where required. ‘Tae expense entailed, he remiaded them, in 
equipment and acquisition, would be very heavy, and .in order to bring 
the scheme to a succesfal issne he appealed hd material support. But 
in view of the pecuniary sacrifices so recently incurred at Hill Street and 
claims which on account «f the increasing coagregation must soon mature for 
& larger synagogue, the Conocil bad decided to follow the precedent of the 
United Synagogue and other bodies and to raise money on loan The Connc:! 
out of the trast fands had decided therefore to lend £1 000 free of interest, 
and to be deferred a4 to repayment until the redempton of an iasne of 
debentares. There being a «iestion of borrowing they had been adviced 
that the simplest way to mvet legal requirements was to form a small 
private com any. The Comyany, which was to be koown as the “ Ponnd 
Lane (Wilieaden) Jewish Cemetery Co, Lid.,” intended to offer excia 
sively to members £3000 four per cent. Ist debentures redeemsble by 
diawings. Mr. Green went into the figares more closely and showed 
how the congregation could help in the matter, Tae meeting he had po donbt 
was unanimous in feeling that the cemeiery would be of incalculable valne to 
the whole coogregation as an ictegral part of the cong’eJsational organisation, 
and as a corollary it was incumbent for all to contribute to its upkeep, as was 
done in other congregations. 


Busisess and Religion. 


The Rev. I. I. MATTUCK, ta supporting Mc. Green’s appeal, said that being 
there, at what was, he supp ed, a basiness meting of the congregation, he was 
tempt d to ask of himself, “Is Saal amoag the prophets?" Bat it was ao aonsna! 
privilege for a Minister to speak from a pew, and though the pew happened to be 
a chair, it would serve the purpose quite well, aad he could speak as one of the 
members aod not only as the Minister who was to serve and preach. It was an 
immense satisfaction to feel that that meeting marked the completion in the pro. 
cess of organising the synagogue. They had feit that they were somewhat incom 
plete without a cemetery and now that they had it, he hoped “that we shan't use 
it.” Now, at last, they felt that the synagogue was complete, carious as that 
might seem. Dealiog with the question of finance, he said they were tryiog what 
was, so far as he koew, an aaique experim-nt ia the fiaancial managemeut of a 
Jewish house of worsbip. He did not mean to criticise, but they were atl familiar 
with the theatre box-office arrangement, whers paid seats were dealt out at a price 
to suit the different patrons; that was good busiaess, but they would agree with 
him 

THAT IT WAS VERY BAD RELIGION. 

There had too long been a differeace between basioess and religion, not in the 
world in general, but curiously enough to syoagogaes, where it had beeo taken for 
granted that the basiness part was one fuaction and the religions part another. 
tie hoped that at last they had come to a potat where they could combine the two, 
and show that there was some religion in even the financial management of a 
synagogue and a cemetery ; and that was why it behoved them to be keen on the 
plan that had been adopted and tried. Proceeding, be said he desired to tbhaak 
those men who had so ably helped aud worked in the work of the palpit, preaching 
and reading. And then he woald thank then all for baving come forward in 
maintaining the policy of the synagogae. Their policy also marked that the 
synagogue was meant to be iaclusive and not exclasive. It was notac'ab bat a 
religions organisation. Propaganda work had been mentioned, and in addition to 
the work that bad been spoken of he would point out the necessity of dbringiog to 
the notice of those who might needa house of worshi; the fact that there was a 
synagogue in Hill Street. Liere was where propaganda work could be done by 
them as individaals. The time had come, he believed, to separate the names of 
the Jewish Rebgious Union and the L'beral Jewish Synagogue. He hoped that 
as time went on toe Jewish Reiigious Uaion, as the larger institation in theory 
would become tbe larger institation in fact. 

The report and balance sheet were adopted. . 

Oa the motion of Mr. HARnwy R._ LEWIS, seconded by Mr. SIDNEY MENDEL- 
SOHN, various alterations in the constitution were agreed to. 

On the motion of Mr. MAX H&RZ, seconded by Mr. J. A. J. de VILLIERS, 
Mr. Claude Montefiore was re-elected President. Mesers. Jacques Abadyand Percy 
H. lL. Phillips were re-elected Auditors, on the motion of Mr. HARRIS, seconded 
by Mr. COHEN. 

The Council were re-elected en /loc, with the addition of Mr. Charles de Pass 
and Mr. 8. 0. Lazaros in the places of Miss C. Green and Mr. Hartog (resigned). 

The CHAIRMAN announced that a reception will be held on March 3rd next to 
welcome Dr. Abrahams after his tour in the U oited States. 


Synagogue Finance. 


Inter alia, the report states that the Council of the Congregation, after careful and 
earnest consideration, decided to adopt the system of a fixed rental of £1 1s. per seat 
annually, and to leave it to the members to make up by supplementary annaal contribu- 
tions the considerable sum necessary to meet the annual charges of the Synagogoe. It 
was necessarily an experiment. ‘Lhonogh it has not met with the saccess which the 
Counce! looked for, they have, nevertheless, decided to maintain the system for 113, in 
the hope that the financial results may prove more satisfactory, and thus enabie the 
system, which rests mainly on a voluntary basis, to be continued. The seat rentals 
have prodaced £53, and the additional voluntary contribations have amounted to £5')2, 
in aduition to which £225 16s. has been received for donations on Holy Days and other 
occasions. The expenses of carrying on the Synagogue have amounted to £1,600, 
and the year, which commenced with a balance of £155, has tinished up with a balance of 
only £32, in addition to which there are current liabilities and accounts amounting to 
£101, the ultimate result being a deficiency on this yoar's working of £254. This deficit 
has been met by the calling up of the full amount of ihe special fund which was known 
as the “ Minister's Gnarantee Fund.” ‘The Council feel impelled under the circumstances 
to call upon the members to increase their contributions wherever possible and to 
endeavour to secure additional members, so that the burden of maintaining the Syna- 
vogue may be fairly met by the general body of the members without the necessity of 
having to call npou those who guaranteed extra amounts in the confident hope that the 
requisite fiaancial support would be forthcoming at an early period. Owing to the 
generosity of the President an Endowment Fund has been created, which is being 
administered in accordance with tbe provisions laid down. ‘The report, which is signed 
by Mr. C. G. Montefiore, concludes: The past year has naturally been a very eventful 
one in the history of the movement, and the Couacil, considering that a sure foundation 
bas now been laid, look forward with every hope to the continued successful progress of 
the movement in general and of the congregation in particalar. 


WEST HAM ASSOCIATE SYNAGOGUE.—The annual meeting was held on 
Sunday, Mr. 8. Weber, Senior Warden, presided. There was a very large number 
of members. The report states that the progress and prosperity of the Synagogue 
bas fully realised the expectations of the Board of Management, there now being 
212 male seatholders and 76 lady seatholders, an increase of 24 and 8 respectively. 
Tne income was nearly £450 and the expenditare including the amount of £75 
paid to the Associate Synagugae Committee fuad in part payment of loan was £388. 
(he outstanding accoants ere about £20, the m»jor portion of which has since beea 
liqaidated. Towards the close of the year, the Talmud Torah and the Sabbath 
Keligion Classes were amalgamated and it is anticipated good results will follow. 
There are 140 children oa the registers with an average attendance of 125, bat new 
achool-rooms are urgentiy needed and it is hoped that this will be realised this 
year. Tne Barial society attached to the Synagogue has now a membership of 155 
wud the fuads are in a satisfactory condition.

Mr. E. Lb. MOCATTA thanked the Committee for the trowel, which he would 
treasurer as a token of their friendship and of the work they had done together. 
He was fully conscious that it would have been their desire, as his, to have pre- 
sented the trowel to his sister, Miss Ella M>catta, because they all felt that it 
was really ber place to do what he had had the honour todo. Bat she was not 
strong enongh to come down, and hai asked him to assnre them that though 
not there bodily she was there in spirit, and she wished the institntion, in 
which she took so great an interest, a long and prosperous fature. Mr. Mocatta 
detailed the history of the. Beth Holim, paying tributes to the work of the past 
officers. lle explained how the necessity arose for a new bnilding, and how he 
bad undertaken with others to realise what was looked upon almost as a forlorn 
hope. It might be of interest to know, as a fact which mizht modify the opinions 
of some gentlemen who did not think it quite wise to rebuild the institation, that 
both by Jewish law and by that of this country, the site could not be used for any 
other parpose. Revertiog to the progress in their efforta, Mr. Mocatta referred in 
praiseworthy terms to the action of Mr. Manuel N.,Castello in coming forward to 
do the architectural work free of charge. Words failed to express their indebted. 
ness to him; they would ask bim to name one of the beds‘in due course. Mr. 
Leon Gaster had also rendered valuable assistance. When thiogs were looking 
very bid, his (Mr. Mocatta’s) sister gave them a pleasant surprise by coming for. 
ward with her splendid offer, after which assistance waa forthcoming from many 
good friends. The Manchester community, led by the late lamented Mr. Evra 
Altaras, with Mr..1. Cansino as Treasurer, bad done magnificently. The building 
would be completed, as arranged,in Jaly. He earnestly appealed for assistance in 
obtaining the £3,000 still required to complete the success of their undertaking. 

Mr. I. CANSiNO, the representative of the sabscribers in Manchester, said that 
in the name of the Portagaese Community of Manchester, he desired to thank the 
governors of the lostitution for the compliment they had paid them in asking 
them to take part in that ceremony. It was the first time the Manchester com- 
monity bad been associated with any communal work performed by the ancient 
commanity in London, and it would not be ont of place were he there to acknow- 
ledge the leading part which the then leaders of Bevis Marks took in the eatablieh- 
ment of the first Sepbardi Synagogue in Manchester. They in Manchester had 
now been drawn to that Institution not only because of its antiquities, and the 
memories which might claster round it, bat, he might there say, through the 
inspiration of the Rev. the Haham, the onoly liviog link between tha t ¥o conygrega- 
tions. On their part it was a tribute of affection to the man who had been their 
religious guide, their couosellor and friend, who had made them feel the pride of 
the past and the duties of the present. 

Mr. M. A. N. LINDO, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Treasurer and 
Committee, referred to Mr. Mocatta’sa ardaous work in connection with that and 
many otber institutions. He hoped the time was not far distant when they would 
have a scheme of some working arrangement between Mancheater and [.ondon. 

In seconding, the Rev. J. F. RN eaid that as Jewish Minister of tre district 
in which that charity bad carried on ite noble work for close upon «50 vears, be 
considered it an honour to be present, and to expreas to them the sympathy of 
what was geverally cailed the sister conugrevzation, but shoald perhaps bs called the 
great-granddanghter congregation, with their work.

MR. L. J. SALOMONS From Mr. J. M. ANSELL. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. Lyon Jacob Salomons, the devoted 
secretary of many communal institutions. Mr. Salomons had been seriously ill 
for many months, and some time ago he underwent 
an operation. from the effects of which he never 
recovered. Mr. Salomons was the son of the 
late Jacob Sslomons, for many years the esteemed 
Secretary of the Hambro’ Sypacocue. He was born 
in Great Prescott Street in 1850, and educated at 
Jews’ College School. Hia early life was spent in 
bneinees. on retiring from which he gained bis first 
intreduction to secretarial work in connection with 
the Hambro’ Synagogue, and as successor to bis 
father. The late Jacob Salomons was a colleague for 
many vears of the late Rev. 8. M. Gollancz and the 
late Rev. H. L. Harrie. In the year 1897, l.yon 
Salomone transferred bia eynagogne activities from 
the Hambro’ to the Central Svnagcogue, first as Assetant 
Secretary to the Rev. David Fay and from 1905 as 
Secretary. Two yeers previously be bad become Secre- 
tary of the Home and Hospital for Jewish [ncurables, to 
which he rendered conspicuous service, which was greatly appreciated by the 
Managers. In 1903 he became Secretary of the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish 
Poor. in succeesion to Mr. Ellis. He was likewise Secretary of the Promoters of 
Charity. Mr. Salomons was a worker of great ability and iodastry, while bis 
genial and kindly manners recared for him a host of friends. The utmost atten 
tion was shown to him by the committees of the different institutions with which 
he was connected during bis unfortunate illness.

SOME TRIBUTES. 
FROM THE REV. MICHAEL ADLER, B.A. 

The sentiment of deer regret at the passing away of Lyon Salomons is shared 
by the many workers who came into close contact with him. At all the instito- 
tions for which he laboured as secretary, the spirit of devotion to his duties and 
the conscientiousness with which he performed his work were fully recognised, 
and the community is perceptibly poorer by the loss of such a faithfal worker in 
the vineyard of the Lord. His attachment to the afilicted inmates of the Home 
for Incurables, and bis earnest sympathy for them shone ont far above the?mere 
performance of routine secretarial duties. He loved the “Home” at Tottenham 
and was indefatigable in seeking to promote its interests. At the Soup Kitchen it 
was a source of pure bappiness for him to take part in the beneficent work of 
feeding the hungry; his whole heart went out to those who eutiered or were in 
need. Thus the many-sided occupations that filled bis official hfe brought ont 
all that was best in him, and tinged his work with a sentiment of gentle 
tenderness that struck all who knew him. My personal relations with. him 
at the Central Synagogue were of the most intimate nature, and no Minister ever 
enjoyed the co-operation of a more loyal, more devoted colleague and friend than 
it has beea my privilege to possess in Lyon Salomons duriag the past ten years. 
His aim was to watch over the religions, as well as the financial interests of 
the congregation, and to help in every movement that forwarded those interests. 
Every member of the congregation recoguised in him a sincere friend, his courtesy 
and readiness to oblige were characteristic of his ideal of public duty, and it was, 
therefore, no wonder that he was universally respected. He was in very trutha 
7N>, a faithfal servant of the House of God, and weat the ‘ entral Synagogue will 
ever cherish his memory with affection. Sprang from a family of communal 
workers, bis whole heart and soul were wrapt up in Anglo-Jewish interests, and 
he loved bis commupity as he loved his religion with earnest intensity. The type 
of “ Shool” secretary, of whom he was so admirable an example is, it is to be 
feared, gradually dieappearing, and those who are engaged in public work realise 
what is being lost by the change. To his widow and children, the knowledge of 
the high esteem that their husband and father had won for himself by the spirit in 


By the death of I.yon Jacob Salomons the Jewish community has lost one of 
ita most able and conscientious workers. It was from his father that he obtained 
his training of what a secretary's duties were; he was elected as Secretary to the 
Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, then situate in Victoria Park Road, in 
the year 14895; the number of inmates at that time was only twenty-six. Vividly 
can I recall the smile that passed over his countenance when, in the following 
year, I told him that the Board of Management had decided to look out fora 
suitable plot of freehold land on which to build an institution to meet the require. 
ments of our afflicted coreligionists. How earnestly be bas carried out his duties 
on behalf of the Institution is known not only to the Board of Management, but 
to the community at large; he never lost an opportunity to plead, and to plead 
anccessfully, on behalf of the poor and af!licted inmates housed within its walls. 
It is well known with what a magnetic charm he obtained the services of the 
younger generation to give whole-heartedly of their time and talents in amusing 
the patients, thereby bringing a smile to the faces of the sick, and causing them 
for a brief time to forget their aches and pains. With what pride was he looking 
forward to take an active part in the extension of the Hlome, for the cry of the 
Incurable is still at our doors. Man proposes, God disposes. By his quiet and 
kindly demeanour he was beloved by all be came in contact with. Even when the 
hand of death was claiming its victim, his sense of datvy was so strong that he 
would not allow a deputy to enter ap the minutes of a previous meeting of the 
Board of Management. We of the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incarables 
have lost a dear friend. We shall cherish his memory very sacredly, though his 
place will know him no more. May the lesson of a good life, well spent, bring 
consolation to his devoted and afflicted wife and daughters.

The Jewish community bas suffered a severe loss this week by the death of 
Lyon Jacob Salomons. Born of a family of secretaries and bred in a home of 
Jewish ideals, be brought to bear on his secretarial work the very essence of 
religious thoughts. He was not only the secretary of the inatitations which he so 
admirably represented and for which he so zealously devoted his life, but he was 
likewise the adviser and intimate friend of each member of the various committees 
which he served. To the end of his life he took the deepest interest in ali that 
related to these institations, and since his connection with them it is not too mnch 
to eay that they, one and all, flourisned. It would be invidious to comment upon 
his work in connection with the Central Synagogue, the Soup Kitchen, and the 
Society of Promoters of Charity. Bat it is imoossible to close these remarks 
without reference to the Home and Hospital for Jewish [acurables, every inmate 
of which he persovally knew, in whose welfare he evinced the greatest sympathy 
and of which Lostitution he was the life and soul. Apart from the public services 
he rendered the community no private case of distress was ever brought to his 
notice without his using hia best endeavours to obtain for it the relief which was 
sought. Over the feelings of his wife and family we must draw a veil—their 
loss is irreparable, but it will be some consolation to them to know that the 
good deeds of men live after them.

BY THE WAY. 


Lord Rothschild, who presided at the historic 
meeting last Sunday, has been a member of the 
Council of the United Synagogue for thirty-seven 
years, since he was first elected Warden of the Great 
Synagogue, an office he still holds, in 1876. On the 
death, in the same year, of his uncle, Sir Anthony de 
Rothschild, who was President of the United 
Synagogue, Lord Rothschild, then Sir Nathaniel 
became a Vice-!’resident, and on thedeath of Sampsou 
Lucas in 1579 be eucceeded to the presidency. Of late 
years Lord Rothschild has been an infrequent atten- 
dant at the meetings of the Council, but his zeal for 
its interests has been none the lees keen on that 
account, nor bave bis labours for its cause been leas 
fruitful of good. As one instance of this may be 
mentioned his cffer to the United Synagogne of 
£20,000 in furtherance of the abortive East End 
Scheme of fifteen years ago, in which he took a deep 
interest. In addition to being lresident of the 
United Synagogue, he is Hon. President of the 
Federation of Synagogues, the other association of 
Metropolitan Synagogues, which, it will be remem- 
bered, bas not marched in step with the wealthier 
body in connection with recent events. Dr. Hertz 
is the first Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Con- 
gregations of the British Empire who has been 
elected under the Chairmanship of Lord Rothschild. 
He was absent from the meeting of the Electoral 


Lucas presiding in his stead. 

Mr. Albert Jessel, who has been the working 
leader in the selection which culminated in the 
election of last Sanday, has been a Vice-President of 
the (United Synagogue since 1899, when he succeeded 
his uacle, Sir Benjamin Cohen, in that office, and 
the senior Vice-President since the death of his kias- 
man, Henry Lacas, a little more than two years 
ago. Mr. Jessel’s election fourteen years ago was 
somewhat of a surprise, for he had been until then a 
persistent and searching critic of most of the actions 
and proposals of the Executive of that body, 
and, in fact, had been the brilliant leader of the 
“ Opposition” on the Council. There are still many 
members of that body wh» remember the sceaou 
when on the defeat of the “Government,” its 
members rose from their seats and filed out of the 
Conacil chamber in order to consider the position in 
which they found themselves, in view of the adverse 
vote, while within the chamber itself Mr. Jessel 
occupied the vacant chair and proceeded with the 
business of the meeting. 

Last week’s tragedy of the South Pcle should 
remiod Jewish readers of the famous Jewish arctic 
explorer, whose brilliant career was also cut short 
prematurely although in less tragic circumstances 
than those of Captain Scott. Avgelo Heilprin died 
in New York at the age of fifty-four, after he had 
attained to fame as naturalist, explorer, and 
geographer. His most courageous action was his 
ascent of Mont Pelée immediately after the volcano 
had spread the direst destraction all around and, atill 
smouldering, was capable of another outbarst.

For the immediate purpose, however, attention 
is directed to his travels in the Arctic regions. In 
1891 he first came into intimate relations with Lieut. 
Peary, who was afterwards to discover the North 
Pole, and the great explorer has never omitted to 
refer, whenever a suitable opportunity afforded, to 
his indebtedness to the Jewish professor. 


Heilprin was himself a member of Peary’s 
North Greenland expedition of 1891, and took com. 
mand of the expedition to West Greenland. The 
following year he lei the Peary Relief Expedition 
to Greenland, and subsequently described, in terse 
bat thrilling language, his meeting with the returning 
explorer on Greenland’s icy wastes. In 1898 
Heilprin tarned his attention to Alaska. In the 
interval he had lived under a far different clime, for 
he had condacted geological investigations among the 
Atlas Mountains of Algeria and Morocco. In Alaska 
he was not passing over virgin ground, but he was 
among the first of scientists to examine the country. 
A result of his visit was his volame “ Alaska and the 
Klondike.”

The times when the business of the father descended to the 
nd was expected to pass down as an heirloom in the family, when the 
were small and the gains moderate, seem to have given way to 
atense desire and hazardous pursuit of immediate and immense accumu 
So that one characteristic of our age may be described as a passion 
\king a fortune, and making it speedily. Not that such a passion has 
existed before. The love of money has always been a desire so strong 
+ it has needed for its restraint all the checks and admonitions of reason 
gion. There have always been those who have set their affections and 
tations on a fortune as something indispensable to their happiness. But 
lern times the pursnit of wealth, and that in no moderate amount, has 
red at once an unprecedented activity and universality. The views 
which multitudes now are entering upon business are not of gain- 
. subsistence—they disdain the thought: not merely of pursuing 
yer and usefal calling—that is far beneath their ambition: but of 
wssing a fortune, of acquiring independence. Now this excessive desire for 
rty. this idea that by some grand speculation all the labour of a lifetime 
.ccomplished in a brief portion of it, that by dexterous management 
irge part of the term of human existence is to be exonerated from the laws 
lustry and self-denial—all this way of thinking, it is clear, is founded on 
’ take of the true nature and design of business and of the conditions of 
n well-being. 
Special Circumstances. 
et us not be misunderstood. There are specia! circumstances in which 
esire wealth, and even a rapid accumulation of it, is altogether lawful. A 
may have noble ends to accomplish by such accumulation. He may 
gn to relieve his destitute friends or kindred. He may intend to foster 
good institutions and to keep good objects. Or he may wish to retire to some 
‘ner sphere of usefulness and exertion which shal] be more convenial to his 
tastes and affections. Or a man may desire so to provide for himself 
‘hat, in case ‘of misfortune, be or his family may not be» dépendent 
public benevolence. All these are perfectly legitimate and praise- 
motives. But it is altogether a different thing when a, man 
8 to accumulate in order to secure a life of ease and gratification, in 
to escape from exertion and self-denial. That a man should wear out 
f his life in an almost slavish devotion to business, that he should neglect 
ith and comfort, and waste his very heart with anxiety, and all to build 
e of indolence in some fairy-land of his imagination——this, viewed as a 
‘| principle. and without reference to any particular emergencies into 
naman may be brought, is both unwise and wrong. It is easy to see 
the moral character imparted to business will vary according to the views 
which a man enters into it. If aman embarks upon business as the 
ation of his life, if he. looks upon it as a useful and honourable career, if 
interested in its moral uses, and thinks more of them than of any 
int of gains, he will patiently address himself to his task and fulfil it with 
and moderation. But if business be a mere expedient to gain 
‘tune, a race run for a prize,a game played for a great stake, 1t follows 
there will be eagerness and absorption, hurry and anxiety. Life 
ve turned into a scene of hazard and strife, and its fortunes 
often hang upon ‘the cast of a die. In this way the

g2 is to train men by, action, by labour, by the due exertion of their 
ties, to mental and moral accomplishinent. The world of business is a 
. im which man is placed to learn lessons that shall serve him for 
ty.“ What a man shall learn, not what he shall get, is of chief 
rtance to him as a moral agent. 


Influence on Character. 


\lthough we shall carry with us into the next world naught of the

-J0yment. So anxious is he to obtain the means of ease and comfort that he 
'* willing to abandon ease and comfort themselves. He is always saying that 
4 ‘nust get free from this turmoil of business, yet he seldom does free himself. 
om plunges into an ocean of credit, he spreads the sails of adventurous specu: 
‘tion, he is tossed upon the giddy and adventurous waves of a fluctuating 
“Urrency, and is liable anyday to be wrecked by the storms that are sweeping 
sion the world of business. Indeed, the whole system of commerce is often 
sera to an excess which brings about certain reaction and disappointment. 
are 't not better for him to enjoy life as it passes, to live richer and die poorer, 
ane to banish from his mind those vain dreams of future indolence and 


indulgence, addressing himself to business as the school of his earthly education,

and feeling convinced that independence, even if he should gain it, is not to 
give him exemption from labour, but opportunity for the fuller exertion of his 
higher powers. 

The Possession of Wealth. 


lbut is the possession of wealth as necessary to human well-being as many 
suppose, seeing that it necessarily falls to the lot of the very few’ Can that 
be the very feast and wine of life which but a few thousands of the human 
race are allowed to partake of? If that were so. surely God's providence 
would be less kind than we are bound to think it. God has not made a world 
of rich men, but rather a world of men who must toil hard for subsistence. 
SW Surely, then, that must be the good condition 
for mankind, nay, the best condition. Again, can that be so important to 
human welfare which, if it were possessed by all. would be the most fatal 
injury possible? Let us suppose that the whole world could acquire wealth, 
that it were possible for the present generation to lay up a complete provision 
for the next, as some men desire to do for their children. Would not the 
world be destroved at a single blow? All industry would cease with the 
necessity for it: all improvement would stop with the demand for its 
exertion. And is not the general effect of wealth upon individuals and 
nations enervating? There is a certain pressure of circumstances which 
is good fora man. Neither his body nor his mind were made for luxuries. 
His body sickens and dies under them: his enind grows weak and dwarfish, 
It is good for us to bear the yoke. It is specially good to bear the yoke in 
our youth, Ke" 8595279 336. How many children are injured by 
too much attention, too many servants, too many indulgences! How often 
the etlect of wealth upon its possessor is to make him haughty and impatient! 
robbing the mind of its native simplicity and modesty, and stripping it of a 
large and gentle humanity. Almost all the noblest things that have been 
achieved in the world have been achieved by poor men, poor scholars, poor 
artisans and professional men, aye, even poor philanthropists. Not that 
wealth is a matter of nosignificance. Itis a most potent instrument of good 
orevil. It is invested in the nature of things with powers so large. and beset 
with temptations so insidious, that its possessor needs to be endowed with a 
proportionate elevation of character if his wealth is to prove a blessing to 
himself and others instead of a curse. Hence those who are endowed with 
vast wealth cannot watch too anxiously over the developments of their own 
character and the moral training of their children. ()n the other band, those 
who are hard pressed in the struggle for existence may find consolation, if 
they need it, in reflecting upon the marvellous compensations of Providence. 
They may put up their hands to Heaven in all gratitude to think that they, 
and those dear to them, are at least spared the temptations that beset the path 
of luxury.

A Generous Offer. 


TO THE Ep!Itor.—From Mr. JULIUS EPHRAIMSON, Park Drive, Bradford, 


Sir,—Althongh it is very painful to be reminded by the letter from “A 
Christian Widow,” in c recent issue, of our duties towards our Russian 
coreligionists, yet I am deeply grateful to her for ber sympatby, and still more so 
for her well-merited rebuke. Our inaction asa race, in face of the perishing of 
millions of our people, is indeed disgraceful and inexcueable. I shall be told that it ia 
a herculean task to rescue them, and beyond our power. Herculean or not, it is 
our duty to attempt it, and my belief is that we shall succeed beyond our expecta- 
tions, provided our people all over the will anite for this purpose. I say advisedly, 
our people all over the world. Sporadical or piecemeal help is no good. The 
whole of Jewry, scattered as it is over the five continents of the world, must unite. 
Then we shall see astounding results. Money is wanted in the first place, a 
very, very large amount. To commence with, I offered two or three weeks 
ago, on the occasion of a lecture on Zionism, to subscribe the sum of 
one thousand pounds, if two thousand Jews could be found to give at least the 
same amount. to start a Russian Emigration Fand, in which the wretched Jews of 
Galicia and Roumania are to be included. Not that I think tbat sum sufficient! 
I merely want those two thousand Jews to be the backbone of the movement and 
believe that may more will be found capable of that sacrifice, small in proportion 
to the cause. Besides these, surely there are hundreds of thousands of good 
Jews willing to share according to their means in the duty of rescuing our 
coreligionists and of increasing the fand largely. For millions will be needed to 
have a visible effect! But what of that, if the Jewry of the world is united for 
that purpose. Fortunately they can afford it! 

lam an old man and command po influence. But I appeal to the good and 
great Jewish men of London, inspiring confidence and trusted all over the 
world, to form at once a nucleus for this movement. I also appeal to our 
Rabbis and Ministers all over the world —in places great and small — 
to put their shoulders to the wheel. With London the pivot of the movement, 
and the right men at the head, not only all the centres of Jewry bat also the 
smallest nooks and corners of the world can be reached and connections be formed 
with more ease than from anywhere else. New York, Varis, Berlin, and Vienna 
will be willing to join bands under the lead of London. And with the experience 
gained in emigration in recent times it will not be impossible to build up a 
prudent organisation capable of directing the movement. Although it can be but 
a gradual process it will have the immediate effect of putting bope into tbe breasts 
of our suffering people, a hope which, I pray, may not be disappointed !

The tone of the meeting of the delegates to the Electora! College on Sunday 
was maintained, on the whole, at a distinctly high level. In comparison with the 
agitation that had preceded it, it must stand forth in marked contrast. To be 
sure, strong feeling was manifested, and even passion and prejudice were dis- 
cernible. But, at no time did these get the better of the meeting or of the 
delegates. All who took part in the deliberations appeared restrained by the 
consciousness that they were taking part in a gathering that must remain 
historic in the annals of Anglo-Jewry, and the results of which are fraught 
with consequences of the highest importance to its future. If. on the whole, 
the meeting was marked by good humour, and it was, it was free from any- 
thing in the nature of levity. That good humour prevailed may be judged 
from the fact that only one word was uttered throughout the long proceedings 
of which the Chairman had to demand a. withdrawal, and it is. conceivable 
that the speaker was misunderstood as to one letter in the word he spoke. In 
opening the proceedings, Lord Rothschild announced that as he occupied the 
position he did, he could be but little more than a figure-head. In a strictly 
legal sense he played hisrole. But, actually, he led the meeting with wonder- 
ful dexterity. He gave the guiding note not alone in his opening 
speech, which was genial albeit earnest, 
which he displayed throughout the long proceedings in an urbanity which 
kept the College in good humour but never allowed it to swerve from the 
attitude worthy of the great purpose for which it had gathered together. 
If the delegates were unanimous about nothing else—and they nearly were 
about at least one other thing—there was a general chorus commending Lord 
Rothschild’s conduct of what really was a very difficult and critical meeting. 
Had a less able, a less earnest, a less urbane (hairman presided, there was 
more than one period at which the meeting might have got out of band.

Whilst writing of Lord Rothschild, the excellent speech of his brother, 
Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, naturally comes to mind. It was a deliverance, 
not only judicious, but almost judicial. He spoke not in favour of either of

Hertz or Dr. Hyamson to 
He devoted himself to appealing

something more than a touch of the pathos in it. To those who knew 
how much he had laboured not alone to tind a worthy solution of the problem 
with which the community was faced by the death of Dr. Adler, but also, 
whilst remaining in the background of the picture, shielding his brother as 
much as he was able from ‘the worry and trouble and anxiéty in connection 
with what has proved a worrying, troublous, and anxious task, the speech told 
volumes in the records of the Rabbinate controversy which are unwritten, 
and-will in all human probability never be fully known. 


The Communal Lawyer. 


One other figure appeared at the meeting which was of it, and yet was 
something apart. It was the presence of the venerable lawyer to the community, 
Mr. A. E. Sydney, who, with his well-nigh eighty years upon his shoulders. 
was as clear, as concise. as certain as he has ever been in the advice he has 
been called upon to tender for the community's guidance. That he did much 
even before the meeting assembled to smooth the rough ways and to make 
pleasant the rugged paths of procedure was quite evident. The strong line he 
took as to the exact function of the Electoral College and as to their exact 
powers contributed not a little to the order and dignity of the proceedings. 
it prevented the meeting from rambling into byways'and bypaths which 
surely would have led to nothing, except a maze of confusion, and if the view 
he took, and which he advised the Chairman and the meeting to take of the 
limited nature of the powers of the Electoral] College came as a surprise—one 
of the delegates subsequently said it was a bombshell—to any, that cannot be 
held in any way as the fanlt of Mr. Sydney. It must be ascribed to a lack of 
elementary care in examining conditions and circumstances which really, after 
all, were easily understandable.

Mr. Jessel had a heavy brief to discharge. Upon him lay the task of 
explaining and defending the work of the Selection Committee and of the 
conclusions to which the Selection Committee had arrived. He had, with 


necessarily a large amount of detail, to render an account of a stewardship 
which he so largely has directed, and of which so largely he has had control. 
If he exhibited a slight nervousness in his opening sentences, and a tendéncy 
to minimise matters of importance because he felt they would be difficult to 
dwell upon, he quickly warmed to his speech and threshed out completely, 
thoroughly and without reserve the whole question.

A Striking Aside. 

To say that there was excitement when thé voting took place is to mis 
describe the scene. There was a tense feeling manifested in the face of every 
delegate.

delegates to indicate their votes in response 
to Mr. Jessel’s call to the delegates, it was quickly seen that Dr. Hertz had 
secured a majority. But, still, the interest slackened not nor abated. For 
the College was anxious to know the size of the majority that wasto be 
given to the successful candidate. When that was known, the feeling of 
satisfaction was general, even among many of those who had voted for Dr. 
Hyamson. For they wisely opined that a large majority such as was accorded 
to De. Hertz. would be a far surer guarantee for the future well-being of the 
Rabbinate and the peace of the community. than would have been the case 
had the College been very evenly divided. An unalysis of the voting shows 
how absurd was all the talk that was indulged in as to the United Synagogue 
over-bearing by their votes the rest of the community. Dr. Hertz hada 
majority even were the figures of the whole of the 
eliminated. 

As Lord Rothschild, after the vote of thanks to him had been carried with 
acclamation, stepped down from the platform, he uttered an aside which most 
probably escaped the reporters. ‘lt hope I may not live to see another 
Rabbinate election,’’ was his Lordship’s observation.

LORD ROTHSCHILD. 


Lord ROTHSCHILD, in opening the 
proceedings, said: I hope to be very short. 
I must tell you that I invited my learned 
friend, Mr. Sydney, although not an 
elecior to be present bere to-day, as various 
netices of motion and amendments have 
been ecpt to me, and I thought it better 
that be should answer the questions con 
bected with those notices of motion, and 
€Xpiain to you our formal precedare 
ratber than that it should come from the 
Chair. Befcre saying anything, I have 
to decal unfortnrate'y with rather a 
sopal matter. I bave received, as you are 
all aware, a considerable number of tele 
gran.s from* South Africa, and I confess 
that 1 was munch astonished to eee in 
the ‘Sfandar’ of yesterday that these 
telegrams were all delivered to me on 
ibursday last. Nobody retpects the 
freccom of the Press more than I do, and 
nobody admires the Press more; but I 
can bardly anderstand why an ordirary 
newspaper should deem it right to take 
part in a business which is eesentially the 
bueiness of the Jewish commupnity.

ence of every Minister in the country, 
and he for one, promised that whomever

were well said; they found a cheering echo in every part of the meeting. 
They were the first signs of a better spirit than that of revolt and threatened 
contumacy coming over the Ministry, about whom the cominunity's one anxiety 
at the moment is to see that in the new régime which must start with the 
new Chief Rabbi its position shall be one worthy of the men who compose 
it, worthy of the duties they are called upon to perform. Such good spirit 
as that evidenced by Mr. Jacobs, of Brighton, if it can become but general 
among the Ministry, will be helpful, indeed, towards the solution of the 
problem of the Ministry in the near future. 


A Fine Example. 


That there was strong opposition in the meeting must not be ignored. It 
was led by Mr. Prag and seconded by Mr. Kahn in the form of a resolution, 
urging the postponement of the election. Mr. Prag spoke with all his wonted 
vigour, and, to use a colloquiallism, did not mince matters. To be sure, 
however, his proposal was, in the circumstances, very much like the tilting at 
& windmill, seeing that, had he carried his proposal to adjourn the Electoral 
College, the identical proposition that was then before it would, at its adjourned 
meeting, have to come up again. If, however, Mr. l’rag showed considerable 
force and much courageous energy in moving his resolution, there was reserved 
to him a role, after the voting had taken place, in which he took the whole of 
the College with him in real enthusiasm. He showed how a man should 
accept defeat.

Hertz as unfitted for post Chief Rabbi, we, his former congregation, urge upon you nat to 
attach the slightest importance to any unfavourable report-, After thirteen years 
experience we feel strongly that no Rabbi has ever accomplished as munch for Jaodaism in 
Sonth Africa as Dr. Hertz and are convinced that as Chief Rabbi he will prove powerful 
champion of Jewish cause. Signed, Witwatersrand Old Hebrew Congregation. 

I have very little to tell you myself. In fact, Mr. Sydney was kind euough 
to explain to me my position here. Virtually lam onlya figurehead. (Laughter.) 
It might save the time of the meeting if he were to explain to you the formal pro- 
cedure and the exact legal position in which the matter stands. 

The Legal Position. 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY said: I will be as short as I can in what I wish to say to 
you. Your position is that of delegates for the purpose of electing a Chief Rabbi. 
Your power extends no further than that. It is obvious to me from certain 
notices of motion which have been submitted for my consideration, that several of 
the contributing bodies are under a misapprebension as to what this meeting is. 
I wish to tell you what itis not. It is not any part of the Conference which 
originally took place. Itis a consequence of it, but it is not an adjournment of the 
Conference. Uatil the Conference took place no individualand no body of men was 
or were competent to elect a Chief Rabbi. The Conference was called at the instance 
of the United Synagogue in order that they and the other contributing bodies to the 
maintainance of the office of Chief Rabbi should consider the modus operandi to be 
pursued in the election. At that Conference certain resolutions were Leyes I will 
call them schemes. Part of the scheme was that an advertisement should be inserted 
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in the public Press for candidates for the office, and that, when the applications were 
received, they should be sent to a Selection Committee. That course was followed. 
A Selection Committee, under the scheme, was appointed. That Selection Com. 
mittee has done certain work. Thev have submitted, according to the notice 
convening this meeting, two names. That wastheir work. That was what they 
had todo. You have to say which of the two names shall be elected, and that 
is all you have to do. 
THE ONLY QUESTION 


before the meeting is that. With reference to what I said about a misapprehension 
in the contributing bodies, and perhaps in the minds of some of you gentlemen, I 
wish to observe this. The contributing bodies have misapprehended their position, 
and they have passed resolutions and sent some of you gentlemen to move resola- 
_ tions which they had no power todo. All they conld do was to say, Go tothe 
meeting and vote one way or another.” That is the exact position. There is one 
other thing that you can do, and I raise it at once so that yon can understand it. 
Every meeting has an inberent right to adjourn. (Hear, hear.) Kat we must 
consider the consequences of adjournment. If anybody wishes to do so it 
may be done, but no other name can be brought forward. This meeting is 
not constituted for the purpose ; you cannot raise such a question. As to adjourn. 
ment, you cannot adjourn sine die. It must be for a fixed date. What can you 
adjourn for’ The only thing you can do atan adjourned meeting, is to do what 
you are here todo. You can do nothing but vote upon these two names. Now as 
to the porition in regard to the twonames. They bave been invited with others to 
become candidates and to subject themselves to the scrutiny of the Selection 
Committee. The Selection Committee have sent ap these names. U otil these names 
are disposed of youn can do nothing nor can you refer anything back, because you have 
nobddy to refer to. The Conference is finished, the Selection Committee is finished. 
It has done itatvork. For these reasons there can be no referring back. The only 
thing that could happen would be that if it were decidei to elect neither of these 
names, the whole thing can be gone through over again and avother Conference 
called, which is not likely to cecur. I do not think it would bs right to do it. 
Your duty to the men who have been selected is to co to an election as a matter 
of contract. I think that is all I wish to say to you except this: Sapposing some- 
body were to say, “ Well we will abstain from voting,” and even if the majority 
gay so, that won't stop the others from going to an electon. If one man votes, 
the man for whom that one man votes would be elected. (Langhter.) As to 
voting power on the qnestion of adjournment, I am of opinion that the same voting 
-power as the power which mnst be exercised for the purpose of eléetion must be 
exercised for this purpose. It cannot be by show of hands. 
Mr. J. PRAG asked whether the delegates would be allowed to vote against 
both candidates tn order to show that they wanted neither. 
_ Mr. A. E SYDNEY anid that the only thing for them was to abstain. 

Mr. 5. FINBURGH regretted to tind that there was not the slightest possibility 
of discussing this uestion in any of its phases, and he protested acainst the att 
te tude which the Chairman and bis colleagues were adopting in reference to this 
ia question. Some of the delegates had believed that that was a conference such as 
had been held on a previons occasion, that they had to deal with the Rabbinate 
question and to discnss and consider the recommendation of the Selection 
Committee. They were face to face with one of the most difficult problems with 
which the community could be confronted, and were not allowed free discussion. 
They protested against that. They had not come t» prejndge tHe issue. bat they 
wanted to hear why the name of Dr. Drachman was withdrawn.

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL eaid that asa provincial member of the Selection Com- 
mittee he wished to impress on the meeting that they were not the Conference. The 
Conference bad appointed a Selection Committee. The Conference had adjourned 
to have the recommendations of the Special Committee before it, and had thea 
decided that the Selection Committee were to fiud ont proper persons and submit 
them to the electoral body. That scheme was passed, and the Conference ceased 
to exist. They were now an electoral body. They must either elect or adjourn. 
If they adjourned they would come again in the same position——-to elect. They 
would not be any “forrader.” They mast elect. 


MR. A. H. JESSEL'S STATEMENT. 


Mr. A. Hl. JESSEL, K.C., who was received with cheers, said:—Iam sure 
that if | make an appeal to you it will not be madein vain. I fael sure yon will 
agree that | am entitled to the indulgence of the meeting. (Cheers.) I. under- 
stand § «that hard words have been said, and will be said, about the 
Selection Committee. It was your representative Committee. It was selected 
unanimously. It was especially selected with the object of having representative 
provincial delegates upon it. These provincial delegates were elected by gentle- 
men from their own districts after consultation with each other. If it is saggested 
—and it has been suggested—-that the ) rovincial delegates were overawed by the 
representatives of the United Synayogne-—-'No! No!)—I am going to ask the pro- 
viucial delegates when their turn comes to speak to tell you whether there is any 
foundation for sach statements. I have been asked whether I agree with the view 
of Mr. Syduey. .ITbere can be bat one augwer. It appears to me quite clear that 
the conciusion he has arrivedatiscorrect. The very object of having a Selection 
Committee, which was to narrow the limit of names, was to prevent the discussion 
that bas been aroused. \We were desirous of narrowing the field to prevent the 
public scandal which has occurred. (Hear, bear.) It was designed to prevent 
animosities that bave been stirred up and to avoid the canvassiag or solivisation 
among the congregations. We were absolutely at one upon that. And ia 
order to narrow the field of selection you appointed the Selection Committee to 
send up one or more names to you. Now you are attempting to go back because, 
forsooth, you do not happen to approve the two names which have been sent up. 
I want to deal, if | may, more fully with the positioa. Dr. Adler died in July, 
1911. The provisions of his will, coupled with a recollection of his career, made a 
deep and lasting impression, and a desire was expressed that we should select 
one man who should, so to speak, combine various shades of thought. I gladly 
recollect that even those who habitually oppose me at the Council of the United 
Synagogue supported the recommendation to call together @ conference to elect a 
Chief who—based on Adler's testament—should not only combine the various 
sections of the community, but be our representative as regards the reat of the 
world. I am not going to dilate upon that oveurrence. What were the facts ? 
You echoed what I said. We all wanted to have someone in England 
ia whom we bad confidence, but we all felt then that there was no-one in England 
who would have that confidence. We, the Hon. Officers of the Naited Synagogue, 
feit that if we could have done what we should have liked; we should then and 
there have recommended one of our own men for the post. | know people would have 
said we were trying to impose a Chief Rabbi uponthem. Two names were before 
our minds, but we felt we could not conscientiously recommend either of these 
gentlemen for the post. That was concarred in by every member of the United 
Synagogue. There was the farther difficult question in regard to one of the 
candidates before you to-day, Dr. Hyamson. I desire not to hurt anybody’s 
feslings but it is idle to deny that Dr. Hyamson would not receive the support 
of what is termed the East End. We all felt it at the time. Lord Swaythling 
has referred to some previous correspondence and negotiations. He did not carry 
them back far enough. At the time of Dr. Adler’s death we were in complete 
unanimity. The desire of the United Synagogue was to consult the Federation, 
and he toid us then that the Il’ederation would not support Dr. Hyamson. With 
great respect to Lord Swaythiing, | am not always sure that he correctly 
interprets 

THE VIEWS OF THE FEDERATION, 
but in this case his view was supported by every East Eod worker with whom we 
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came into association. That was the difficulty which we felt with regard to the 
appointment of Dr. Hyamson. All the workers of the Federation and everybody 
of importance took that view, and it hasbeen held right along to this moment. We 
were bound to look elsewhere. Now, gentlemen, what did we do” We did pre. 
cisely the thing you are now saying we ought to do? We asked who there was 
likely to be acceptable to the community at large. We heard of Dr. Abrahams. 
Lord Rothschild, on his own responsibility, but with the concurrence of the Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue, invited that gentleman over. And he came 
over, as you know. Gentlemen, Dr. Abrahams had many jualities which would 
have fully enabled him to discharge the duties of the offive, but it is idle to 
deny that he did not meet with that support which would have justified us in 
putting him prominently forward. In the mean time Dr. Hertz was here. He 
was on hia way to take up an appointment in America. It is said he came to us, 
introduced by Lord Milner. You have heard that, I expect. (Yes! The 
Yiddish papers!") The statement is entirely without foundation. He was 

NOT INTRODUCED BY LORD MILNER. 
A statement bas appeared in the Standard in reference to Lord Milner, and in due 
course | will read to you what Lord Milner said about him in a private commun! 
cation obtained by Lord Rothschild unsolicited by Dr. Hertz. It was a private 
letter, but in consequence of that statement in the S‘andard, communicated by 
someone who heard it confidentially, and had no right to communicate it—in 
consequence of that statement Lord Rothechild communicated with Lord Milner, 
and obtained his permission to read the letter to the Conference. Dr. Hertz 
came to us on the introdoction of a member of the United Synagogue, and he 
was interviewed by Mr. Felix Davis and myself. We brought him to New 
Court and introduced him to Lord Rothschild. And where do you think we took 
him after that’ Woe took him to 60, Old Broad Street. (Laughter) And why 
do you suppose we did that’ It was not to view that historic baildiog, which had 
then obtained less reputation than it has since (laughter), nor was it to watch how 
Lord Swaythling conducted his financial operations (laughter); it was in order that 
if Dr. Abrahams did not prove suitable his Lordship should consider whether Dr. 
Hertz was a proper person to invite over on a subsequent occasion. I mention 
that circumstance in order to show the intimate connection between us and Lord 
Swaythling at that time. Dr. Hertz went away, and ultimately there was the 
reference to the Council on November 10th, I1%1l1l. In the speech which I have 
already mentioned, I drew prominent attention to two things. One was the 
endeavour to secure the provinces so as to put an end to certain feelings of irritation 
which had prevailed, and to strengthen their position so that they might feel 
themselves more in touch with the Rabbinate. The other was to see that the 
Ministers should have greater attention paid tothem. On that the firet Conference 
assembled and considered a memorandum dealing with two things. One was the 
mode of election and the other was the creation of greater devolution of powers 
from the Chief Rabbi with a view of " 

STRENGTHENING THE PROVINCES 

and helping them in the way to which I have alluded. Tne Conference was held 
on January 1912. We were absolutely unaoimous until most unfortunately, 
without any previous notion of such a thing happening, Lord Swaythling’s amend. 
ment proposing to alter the votiug arrangements was sprung upon us. _ I think he 
should have given us some intimation, but he did not take that coarse. Otherwise 
gome arrangement might have been come to. I think he onght to bave done so, 
bat instead of that he withdrew from the Conference. ‘ou appointed a Sub-Com. 
mittee to draw up a scheme, the object of which was to bring in non-contributing 
congregations and to invite the attention of various bodies who desired to address 
you. I will not trouble you with the minutes of whatoccurred. We had provincial 
representatives come to us and we drew up our scheme. We eaw two deputations. 
We drew upa scheme in which we gave the fullest effect to the views of the 
provinces, although we knew that would impose a great financial barden on the 
('nited Synagogue. Wecame back here. Dr. Hertz, then invited, made bis first 
ajpearance in England. He arrived:on April 25th and on the 28th the second 
Conference took place. In the meantime, what had wedone’ We had, in the 
first place, invited Dr. Abrahams over, but we had searched and were searchitg 
for gentlemen throughoat the Continent and in America who woald be available to 
accept an invitation to apply for the post of Chief Rabbi. Do you suppose we were 
idle about that? Names were suggested to us. We found oames for ourselves. 
We had extraordinary opportunities of discovering the qualities of various gentle. 
men which could happen in few circumstances. Because you know what happens. 
Somebody's name is suggested. You write an official letter and you know the sort 
of answer you might get; it would be of very little use. Bat Lord Rothbschild’s 
firm were enabled to make enquiries, which none of you could bave made, and 
obtained reliable information. (Cheers.) Aad I protest against the nonsense 
talked in this “ protest” which you got signed eo widely, on the suggestions that 
there are

Mr. E. N. ADLER: If it can possibly ba done, do let us limit the names to 
the candidates before the meeting. It is not fair! (Cheers. ) 

Mr. JESSEL: I agree. In my opinion no names can be suggested that were 
not investigated. We had the names of candidates in every country in Karope— 
in France, in Germany, in Holland, in Italy, in Romania, in Tarkey, io Russia, 
in Denmark, and Austria—I can recall these at the moment, and except possibly 
Portugal (laughter). I do not think there is a country in which we did not 
investigate some name. In regard to America we had pames sent to us, and we 
were in a peculiarly advantageous position because Americans sometimes come 
over to l’ogland (laughter) and we were enabled to interview leading American 
Jews, and were not only able to ask them about the names of the candidates that 
had come forward, bat we asked them whether there was not someone in America 
who could be invited. The reply was, “ You can get qualified candidates but you 
cannot orthodor qualified candidates. An attack has been made, among the 

MANY UNFAIR ATTACKS 
upon us—particularly upon Mr. Davis and myself-—-the suggestion has been made 
that we have been actuated in this connection by an endeavour, as it was put, to 
bring the United Synagogue into connection with the Jewish Religious Union.

We should have 
regarded it as absolutely a breach of trust if, as representatives of an orthodox 
congregation, we should do anything else. We cannot hope to bring in that 
section of the community it is so desirable to attach. We refused to consider any 
people with whom

modification, which I did not like at the time, diminishing the amount of the 
provincial contributions thereby increasing the burden on the metropolitan congre-

ONE WORD ABOUT DR, GOLLANCZ. 


Nobody can have a greater respect for that gentleman than I have, but we in the 
Committee feel that notwithstanding the personal respect in which he might be 
regarded, it was undesirable he should be appointed to this position. His age, his 
health—in more than one respect we felt he was not strong enough. The action 
of ours in sending up two names met with a chorus of disapprobation. It was said 
that in sending up two names with a reserve for a third we had done wrong, and 
that we should only send up one. A contested election should be avoided at al! 
costs, and we onght to have sent up only one name. The view put forward, both 
in the Jewish papers and among the public, was as 1 have said. Dr. Drachman 
was communicated with. This resolution was made clear to him. He knéw there 
was to have been an election and could have withdrawn his candidatur@¥é he 
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thonght fit. I tonk apon myself the responsibility in a long letter addressed to 
him of telling him that he must not assume he would be adopted, and csilling his 
attention to the position he would occupy. He quite knew what was up. He 
quite understood he was up foran election. Ha» acqniesoed. He assented. He 
came over here and preached in various synagocues, and without any communica. 
tion direct with us we heard a rumour that he was undesirous of going up fora 
contested election. I saw him on that becanse it came as a thnnderbolt to me. 
He said it was quite trne he did not like to come np for an election. He had 
never said that right through till shortly before the close of his visit. I told bim 
to put his views into writing His view was that we onght not to have an election 
but that we should have a cancus asa preliminary, and if it were decided that ‘ve 
preferred a particular candidate, that candidate should bs elected. I told him 
that we knew of that sort of thing in America, but that it was an impossible pro 

ceeding, and I did not think we conld very well entertain it. Iam very sorry he 
did not discover what his views were earlier, because he received a large amount 
of support. But he will have had the advantage—which he appreciated—of 
having met a number of English people he was very anxious to see. After he had 
gone away \e assembled again. He left on November ?7th. 


THEN CAME THE MINISTERS, 

who asked ns to postpone the election. We cannot postpone the election. We 
bad no p’ wer to postpone it. It does not rest with the Honorary Officers. It does 
not rest with the Conference. This body was bound to come into existence to 
bold an election. It had already been determined there shonld be an election. 
We bad waited long enongh. We told them we had got no power, but we heard 
their views on the question of postponement. We know that some of them wish 
to destroy the Rabbinate altogether. Thev passed a scheme for that purpose. 
Their desire is that there shall be no Chief Rabbi. We do not agree. Their desir 
is to makea Chief Rabbi with no power. We emphatically disclaim these views. 
Already at the Conference we showel we would not postpone the election. On 
January 12th the farther meeting of the Selection Committee was held. I want 
to read you some minutes to show yon what our procednre had been. Bat I 
forgot to tell you something in regard to certain rpmonrs that were in circn'a*ion. 
When the names of there gentlemen were first anbmitted we felt we were hardly 
qualified to jndge of their diplomas. You agree with that. (Laughter) Bat we 
did what ! think was the very best thing. We anpointed the highest anthorities 
we could fird. These were Rabbi Feldman, Rabbi Chaikin, and Mr. Joseph 
Levy. whom mapy of von know. 

Mr. LUDWIG BENJAMIN: A very good man! 

Mr. JFSSEL: If Mr. Benjamin says he is a very good man then it is so. 
(Langhter.) All these diplomas were found to be absolutely in order except that 
in the case of one of the candidates there was a certain qualification (° Name.”) 
Who do you think it was? (“De Hertz'”) You're wrong, it was Dr. Hyamson. 
(Langbter). It was only a small matter. was only to carry on his rabbinical 
fonctions noder the direction of the Chief Rabbi... Dr. Adler, perhaps wisely, pnt 
thatin. With that qnalification all the diplomas were abzolutely what they should 
be. Atthe cecord meeting of the Selection Committee which tok place on 
January 12th, it was desided that Dr. Drachman’s name be not snbmitted by 16 
votes tol. Then came a resolution which was first of all in this form : 

That having regard to the widely expressed desire of the commanity the Committee 


recommend that of the two candidates mentioned the name of.... shanuld be recom 
mended for the office. 


This was carried with two dissentients. Both these dissentients are here, and 
they are entitled to rely upon their dissent, but of the other signatories to the 
“ protest” none of them opposed the resolution (‘Vir Lyona.”) Mr. Lyons was 
not present. It was afterwards proposed that Rabbi Dr. Hertz should be recom. 
mended. That was also carried with two dissentients. We may take it, therefore, 
that the Committee was sabstantially unavimous in recommending the name of 
Dr. Hertz (Cheers). 


Mr. F. 8. SPIERS, B.Sc. : May we have the names of the foreign gentlemen 
who were considered ” 

Mr JESSEL: It was deoided that no applications shonid be considered unless 
people sent in their names. The conference had endorsed the view that it would 
be uneatisfactory to the Jewish community to have a person selested as Chief 
Rabbi who bad not preached b fore it They would not entrast the appointment 
to so important an office to a small committee to go and select a suitable man. 
We were all agreed noon that, especially the provincial delegates. 

Mr. F. 5. SPIERS: Oa whose anthority was it decided that certain names 
were uneuiteble ? 

Mr JESSEL: It was considered by the Honorarv ()fficers, who were the people 
who, with the consent of everybody. had a chance of general approval. The initia- 
tive in the matter was left to the Honorary Officers. It was open to anybody to 
suggest names. The advertisement was world-wide. It was copied in every 
paper on the continent. If anybody had chosen to send in his name he could have 
done so. It is not open to us now to discuss whether or not they would be suitable. 
We deliberately cut the field down. Some of the candidates came forward without 
any invitation. Another resolation was passed by the Selection Committee in 
order to remove certain misapprehensions. Of course we did not want to hart Dr. 
Hyameon’s feelings I should be the last man to do so. We recognised his 
learning and bis industry, and we did not desire to injare his feelings) The 
question had been mooted to us in private conversation that in certain circum. 
stances 1)-. Hyamson wonld be willing to retire. 

Mr. M. J. LANDA: Do you miad mentioning names? I desire to ssy this to 
avoid any misconception. I am desired by Dr. Hyamson to say that it is quite 
untrue. 

Mr. JESS*KL: We were told that Dr. Hyamson— 

Mr. LANDA: It was unanthorieed. 

Mr. JESS«L: We were told that in certain events Dr. Hyamson would b, 
willing to retire. I accept your statement that it was unanthorised. We passeg 
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this resolution, which it was not intended should be public, ‘that in’ the event of 
the motion being passed an opportunity should be given to Dr. Hyamson to with. 
draw his candidature, and, in the event of his doing so, only the name of Dr. 
Hertz should be put forward. With a view of assisting Dr. Hyamson’s position, 
an interview took place between Mr. Evelyn de Rothschild, Mr. Woolf, and 
myself,and Dr. Hyamson. At that interview, Dr. Hyamson absolutely refused 
to consider the qnestion of retirement. So that this resolution failed. But it bas 
been pat forward that we were willing to give him a bribe to retire. This is 
absolutely false. 

Mr. LANDA: Did you make him any conditions ” 

Mr. JESSEL: Dr. Hyamson was fully aware of what his position would be in the 
event of his being beaten. I told him to think it over and let me know his decision. 
Oa the following day he let me know his de*ision, in which he said he affirmed his 
determination of the previous evening. And he did not retire. I should not have 
allu ied to this only it has been pro naigated far and wide that we wished to give a 
bribe to Dr. Hyamson to retire. I+ wae absolutely without foundation. I have 
endeavoured to go throngh this loug story because | wanted to vindicate our action 
in the matter. Now I want to say a word or two about the candidate we have 
recommended. This gentleman has the hghest rabbinical diploma. He has 
references from America of a character absolutely anexceptionable. 

The Rav. A. OC: JACOBS: Why didn’t they accept him? Why didn’t they 
appoint bim Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. JESS*L: Because they had not had the opportunity of selecting the rev. 
gentleman. This is what the greatest authority on Talmud you can find writes 
about him—Dr. Schechter. You cannot get a better authority. Remember the 
sorrow when he left us, the unanimous voice that it was a pity he shonld go to 
Americs. I bave stood this a long time. Bat I could not stand it any longer, 
and I authorised the Jewish Press to print the letter I had received. I[t confirms 
a testimonial previously given. Dr. Schechter writes: “Dr. Hertz is a fine 
Hebrew scholar, even in Rabbinics. 

Mr. PraG: “Evenin Rabbinics! ”

Mr. JESSEL: De. Hertz was challenged in that respect and Dr. Schechter 
repudiates the calumny.

All th+se rumours have been investigated 
up and down, through and through. He came to Sonth Africa and he 
fonnd there was a conservative and orthodox synagogue of which he was the 
Minister and a new synagogue lese orthodox utterly opposed to the old 
on:. Hostiltties were bitter, very bitter. ‘Still he retained the predominant 
position. lie found at the head of the community men engaged in the 
illicit liquor traffis, in illicit diamond-buyiog, men engaged in smuggling, and he 
turned them out of the headship of the commanity. (Uheers.) You talk here of 
the White Slave Traffic and pases resolations at the Board «f Deputies. Listen to 
what this man did. He went to those Jews reported to b3 engaged io the traffic 
and told them, “If you don’t drop it, I will denounce you from the palpit of the 
synsgogae.” (Cheers) Aad why some of the clergy do not like him is thet he isa 
man (Cheers ) 

Mr. S. N. LIPMAN: Who told yon all thia? 

Mr. JESSEL: He isa man todo you credit. Whatabout Cape Town. He 
was exiled from Jobannesburg at the time of the war and went to Caps Town, 
whither many of bis coreligioniste followed him, and he maintained a synagogue 
there. The people of Cape Town did not like it, bence some of these charges. I 
want to tell you what hia own Warden writes. [Mrc. Jeasel proceeded to read 
some extracts from a letter that had been addressed to him by Mr. 8S. M. 
Goldreich.| Proceeding, Mr. Jessel said :-—

Wife of the Chief Rabbi-Elect, who, during her recent visit to 
England, made many social acquaintances, and who will be 
cordially re-welcomed.

The CHAIRMAN: Mr. Coben has 
raised an important point of order. It 
is quite out of order to discuss the merits 
of Dr Goilancz. You can only speak on 
the adjournment. 

Mr. PRAG said he asked the delegates 
to vote for neither of these two gentle- 
men. They were not able to do anything 
else. They could not discuss the merits 
of any man not before them. They bad 
a great responsibility placed in their 
hands. They ought to bave the very 
best man at the bead of the Jewry of 
this great Empire (“ Toatis Dr. Hertz'”), 
and they ought to support the adjourn- 
ment which he moved, while protesting 
against the action of the Selection Com 
mittee, and forthe purpcese of placing on 
record the fact that their hands were so 
tied that they conid not do anything else 
in the circumstances. 

Mr. EMIL KAHN said he had much 
pleasure in seconding the motion. He 
was about to refer to what had happeved 
in November 1911, when he was informed 
by the Chairman that had no relevancy 
to the motion. 

Mr. JESSEL said that be had put 
forward no proposition. He had explained, 
as he said he would, the reasons which had 
actuated the Selection Committee. He 
had appealed to them through the Press 
to suspend their judgment till they came 
to the meeting. They had not all responded 
a. to that appeal, and some of them had 
made up their minds in advance. They had not all come there unpledged. He 
appealed to them not to support the adjournment. After the motion had been 
disposed of, the names of Dr. Hertz and Dr. Hyamson would be placed before 
them. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that if the meeting were adjourned they could 
only come back with the same two names. 

Mr. PaAG: We could adjourn again. 

Mr. GREENBERG: Let us come to the election. 

Mr. KAHN said that the adjournment had been moved beoause the two 
candidates were unsuitable. 

Mr. FINBURGH asked that the proceedings should be suspended for consulta- 
tion in the changed circamstances. Some of them were surprised aad astonished 
at the tarn of events, and they should have an opportunity of meeting together 
after luncheon to discuss the matter among themselves and see what was to be done. 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY said that that was an amendment to the motion for 
adjournment. 

Mr. FINBURGH, speaking to the original motion, said he cordially agreed 
with the proposition of Mr. Prag, because in his opinion they would be com- 
mitting a grievoas mistake if they proceeded to the election of either of the two 
candidates. They were not there to attempt to disparage the qualifications of 
either, and they moved that adjournment because they dsemed that while Dr. 
Hertz might be well suited to be Chief Rabbi for the Goyim and Dr. Hyamson 
Chief Rabbi for the Yehudim (laughter), what was wanted was a gentleman com- 
bining the qualifications necessary for both. He asked through the mediam of the 
silent Jewish Press whether these candidates came under the category of the 
“ Daddle-do Rabbi” or of the “ Rabbi Daddle-do.” (Laughter.) The community 
were sick and tired of the whole business, and they sympathised with his Lordship 
and the Selection Committee. He thought there was a danger, because they were 
in a burry and because they were tired. There was a danger of their making the 


greatest possible mistake and doing the greatest iojary to British Jewry. He 


declared that there was au overwhelmiag numerical majority against the Selection 


_ Committee, and he suggested that the meshod of voting was like that of the share- 


holder. 
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Mr. 5. H. EMANUEL: Is this gentleman entitled to criticise the way in which 
we are to vote’ 

The CHAIRMAN : I have tried to put the position before you. You cannot go 
back to what the Conference has appointed. You are simply here to elect a Chief 
Rabbi. If the motion is carried, you would have to meet again in a year, and the 
same names would come up. You cannot 
alter the voting power. The less time 
taken up with matters not germane to the 
question the better. 

Mr. FINKURGH: I am not trying to 
alter the way of election. I am trying to 
convince you that there is a majority in our 
favour. 

Mr. LEONARD B. FRANKLIN moved 
and Mr. §. H. EMANUEL seconded “ That 
the question be now put.” This was 
accepted by the Chairman, and a vote was 
taken by roll-call. It was announced that 
the motion was defeated by 519 votes to 99. 

The meeting then adjourned for 
luncheon. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The delegates having reassembled, 

Lord ROTHSCHILD, who again pre- 
sided, reminded the delegates that the 
motion for adjouroment had been negatived, 
and invited expressions of opinion on the 
qualities of the two candidates. ° 


The A. JACOKS said that as 
delevate for Brighton and as a member 
of that which should be the most respected of professions, the Jewish clergy, 
he wished to say a few words. He did not desire to say a single word 
in disparagement of the two candidates. But in bis humble opinion he had 
always thought that the man to be appointed to the dignity of the Chief Rabbi of 
Great Britain should be a man whom they all knew, and whom they could look 
up to with admiration—not only themselves bat the outside world—one who would 
command the reverence of every clergyman in the country. He intended to 
abstain from voting, but he promised that no matter whom that meeting might select 
he would be loyal to him and offer him all the support in his humble ability. (Loud 
cheers.) He would claim for the new Chief Rabbi that amount of respect and 
reverence due to his cloth. He was speaking for the whole Jewish clergy, and he 
believed that if the gentlemen of the United Synagogue were to call them in con- 
clave a great deal might be done to advance Judaism and the welfare of the com- 
munity at large. (Loud cheers.) 


A Plea for Dr. Hyamson. 


Alderman FELI)MAN eaid he rejoiced that they had reached the last stage of 
that difficult and important question. He took that opportunity of expressing, as 
ome of the country delegates, to the members of the Council and the officers of the 
l'nited Synagogue his thanks for the unfailing courtesy which they bad extended 
to them on every occasion on which they bad attended a meeting of the Selection 
Committee. He was satisfied that they bad shown a disinterestedness and earnest- 
ness of purpose, and a desire to arrive at a proper conclusion, so that they might 
‘iad a suitable person for the post of Chief Rabbi. There was one aspect of the 
question which he thought should be presented, and whilst Mr. Jessel,.in his very 
able and brilliant speech, had only paraded before the Conference the qualifications 
of one candidate, he took the liberty of offering a few remarks in praise of the 
other candidate. He desired to re-echo the sentiments uttered by Mr. Jacobs. 
Whatever decision might be arrived at by that Conference they would do all in 
their power to support the new incumbent of tbe position. He had no desire 
to say one word in reprobation or depreciation of Dr. Hertz. He believed he had 
all the good qualities which they had been told. He did not think it desirable to 
ran down the man to whom they were opposed. The fair attitude was to deter- 
mine the suitability of their candidates on their respective merits, and apart from 
any personalities. (Hear, bear.) He deprecated very strongly the methods and 
tactics adopted by some gentlemen in trying to belittle the qualifications of a 
clerical gentleman such as Dr. Hertz. He thought it was only fair to eay that. 
But when he came to a close analysis of the merits of Dr. Ilertz and Dr. Hyameon 
be was clearly of opinion that l/r. Hyamson was eminently more fitted for the 
position that Dr. Hertz. In the first place, he was one of their own “ boys,” 

A STUDENT OF JEWS’ COLLEGE, 
and no higher tribute could be paid to Jews’ College than to elect one of its 
atadents to this position. They had deplored the fact that very little atteation 
was paid to Jews’ College, and it was a fine opportunity for displaying their 
interest in the College, and recognising it as one of the finest Jewish educational 
institutions in the world. He was convinced that those responsible for the conduct 
of the institution were doing their part to raise the standard of Jewish education 
in this country. Examining Dr. Hyamson’s qualifications, they found that he 
was an LL.D. of London University, a very high academic distinction, one of the 
highest in the world. He did not wish to belittle the academic distinctions of Dr. 
Hertz, but he suggested that this was much higher than any possessed by Dr. 
Hertz. He desired to impress on them the fact that for the last fifteen or 
twenty years lr. Hyamson had been associated with Jewish life in this 
country. He had been a Minister of religion in_ several provincial 
congregations and on all occasions had rendered them very excellent services. 
Dr. Hyameon was Rosh Ha-Beth Din. Although not appointed by the 
Council of the | nited Synagogue to that honourable position, he had acted in that 
capacity, and bis judicial attainments had been most invaluable in all suits that 
bad comé before him. JDuring the last few years there had been a disposition on 
the part of the Jews of this country to carry disputes amongst the congregations 
to the London Beth Din and the fact was cogent from the reason that they had 
contidence in the judicial training of Dr. Hyamson. He believed that in the 
fatare that would be the policy of the Jews of this country. Dr. Hyamson was 
equipped, and fully and ably equipped, to take the obligations which would be 
imposed upon him. Was it necessary, when they had in their midst a man who 
had done yeoman service in this country and who, during his pastoral tours, had 
won the love and affection of a large number of congregations, to put him aside 
for a gentleman who had had no experience except abroad. Was it essential that 
& great country like this should go to the land of the stars and stripes when it had 
one of its own sons fitted for the position. If they appointed Dr. Hyamson, he 
believed he would do all in his power to maintain with dignity, honour and dis- 
tinction the honourable position of Chief Rabbi. 
Mr. ELLIS K. YATES said he desired to echo what bel been said by the last 
two speakers. His congregation, the Old Hebrew Congrepation of Liverpool, 
desired him as their delegate to vote for Dr. Hyamson. He did not say that was 
his personal view, but he wished to say this, that the mere fact of his being there 
in that position, and Ald. l’eldman being present for the same purpose, absolutely 
refuted the idea that some gentlemen apparently entertained, that the provincial 
delegates had been unduly inflaenced by the members and officers of the United 
Synagogue. That was absolutely untrue. At the first meeting they held, the 
provincial delegates had actually been in a majority. They had met with every 
courtesy, and every deference had been shown to them, and in no way had any 
suggestion been imposed on them by the hon. officers of the United Synagogue. 
_ §ir STUART SAMUEL, M.P., begged they would believe that any action in 
which those associated with him had been engaged had been actuated by a dezire

He had been requested to read a telegram 
from Jobannesburg, from the Society for Promoting Hebrew Knowledge. It was 
dated february | ith and read : “ Reported Press here opposition Dr. Hertz due 
suppressing illicit traders. Most emphatically deny insinuation. Appointment 
would arouse Homeric laughter, not ill-feeling.” He did not identify himself with 
the sentiments expressed in that message. He wonld like, personally, to say that 
whatever decision that Conference arrived at~and be hada direct mandate from 
the congregation he represented to vote in a certain direction—all should bow to 
the decision. (Cheers.) Thev all had to think not so much of the incumbent as 
of the office itself. And the office of Chief Rabbi was a high and important one in 
the Jewish community. He thought that those who were not quite satisfied with 
regard to the capabilities and capacities of the gentleman who might be elected, 
should endeavour to support the high dignity of the office, and he urged that the 
new incumbent should have every chance of showing his capability. They had 
heard nothing to the detriment of either of the candidates, and as Englishmen 
they should give the man a fair chance of showing what he could do. (Cheers.) 


An Academic Point of View. 


Mr. LEON SIMON said he craved the attention of the Conference fora few 
moments while be gave expression to a point of view that had not been much 
heard in those deliberations, but which he thought deserved to be heard. In his 
opinion, an opinion which be was not alone in holding, the difficulty about that 
election lay not in the candidates but in the office itself. It was not that either of the 
candidates before them was not fitted to hold the position. That might or might 
not be trne. Bont the position in itself was an impossible one. They were asked 
to elect a Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregations of the British Empire. 
Whatever might be said of the congregations of the British Empire, they were not 
united. Among the Jews of the british Empire there were a number of sections 
standing atall ;ossible points along a very extensive line. At one end there were the 
purely unassimilated immigrants, and at the other the most assimilated type of 
English Jew. 

Mr. LASKI asked whether thid was in order. 

The CHAIRMAN begged Mr. Simon to be relevant. 

Mr. SIMON said he would soon show the relevancy of his remarks. The Jew 
from Eastern Europe had need of a Rabbi, and had a distinct notion of the 
functions of a Rabbi. Oce thing he bad to do was to interpret Jewish law, to 
declare whether this or that piece of meat was kosher. On the other hand, he had 
to teach. The position of an orthodox Rabbi involved a community which lived 
according to the Jewish law as laid down in the Shulchan Aruch. They had a 
considerable number of Jews of that kind in the British Empire. They woald 
have po difficnity in defining the kind. of Rabbi thev wanted. On the other 
band, the English Jews bad no need of that kind of Rabbiatall. (“(Question.”) 
The leading members of the | nited Synagogue did not find it necessary to consult 
a Rabbi as to whether a piece of meat was kosher or not. ( Laughter.) 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY said that this was not in order. 

The CHAIRMAN: Iam perfectly willing to give you every licence, but you 
must not indulge in a variety of things not germane to the question before us. 

Mr. SIMON eaid that his point of view was that when they had a commanity 
divided in this way, it showed it was impossible to find a single Rabbi to 
correspond to the needs and demands of all these sections. And, therefore, it was 
impossible for them to find a Rabbi upon whom there could be general agreement as 
the.Chief Rabbi of the Jews of the British Empire. In these circumstances, it 
seemed to him there was only one course open to the delegates, and that was to 
abstain from voting. That waa the course be would adopt. 

Dr. DULBERG eaid that, as representing the Manchester Old Hebrew Congre- 
gaiion, he wished to aesociate himself with Alderman Feldman and Mr. Yates. 
Although he would vote for lr. Hyamson, his congregation would loyally abide by 
the decision of the majority, and whoever would be elected would have the support 
and co-operation of his congregation and (Cheers. ) 


MR. LEONARD FRANKLIN. 


Mr. L. B. FRANKLUIN said be wished to make an appeal to his fellow-members. 
They had been sent there to elect a Chief Rabbi. ‘The Selection Committee, to 
which he belonged, bad taken the greatest possible trouble, and had had before it 
all the documentary evidence in considering the whole matter. They had had far 
more evidence before them than it was possible for them to publish. They bad 
done their best, and had made a certain recommendation. He knew there had 
been a certain amount of insinuation, a certain amount of innuendo, and reliance 
had been placed on certain ramours, which was most unfortunate. He 


deprecated as much as anyone a most unwise correspondence that had. 


taken place in one of the non-Jewish papers. It may have had some 
influence upon their minds, and as a member of a family which had 
recently had to suffer from e¢umour and innuendo She appealed to 
them to do as his family bad done and pay no attention to such 
rumours. He urged them to trust the Selection Committee which had thoroughly 
sifted every possible insinuation. 
Right from the verv commence. 
ment the Hon. Officers in con- 
sultation had decided that the 
one necessary qualification was 
that the new Chief Rabbi mast 
be thoroughly orthodox, and he : 
emphasised this because some 
very cruel and very unworthy 
insinuations had been made 
against both \ice-Presidents in 
reference to the Jewish Keligious 
Such suggestions were 
without any foundation whatever. 
He claimed to be thoroughly 
orthodox in every way, and he 
declared that'there had not been 
an occasion to doubt the loyalty 
and attachment to orthodoxy of 
both Mr. Jessel and Mr. Davis.

He did not desire to say a word which would add to the 
unfortunate acerbities which had characterised this election. .They woald have 
been proud and pleased if, after due consideration, and after thinking of the high 
position to be filled, and the tremendous importance of the advice they had to give, 
they had been able to advise them to vote in favour of Dr. Hyamson. Unfortunately, 
they had not been able todoso. They granted that Dr. Hyamson was a learned 
man aod a great Kabbi, who had had a greater chance than any other man 
of succeeding to the Chief Rabbinate. He had worked ia the East End for man, 
years and he regretted to say—it might not be his fault—that he had not gained 
duriag those years of work the love and respect of the East End of London, 
without which it was impossible for a Chief Rabbi to work. For other reasons 
they did not think they could give the preference to Dr. Hyamson. With regard 
to Dr. Hertz, he was speaking on behalf of the Committee which advised them 
to elect that gentleman. They had made most careful in«niries in two continents. 
They had inquired from South Africa and notably from America, and they had 
endeavoured, so far as lay in their power, to sift the various allegations which bad 
been made. In regard to these allegations be could only say they were groundless. 
There was not a single concrete fact. They had beard cruel remarks 
there had been a considerable campaign of vilification, but they had not heard one 
word which had made them waver in the opinion that: in Dr. Hertz they had a 
man who would do honour to the community and to all the Jews of the British 
Empire. What was there in his favour’ l)r. Hertz bad been chosen by the 
leading congregation of Johannesburg out of a number of applicants—he believed 
over thirty. That congregation had gone most carefully into bis qualifications 
thirteen yearsago. His record

—in spite of the telegram which they had heard, not signed by a single individual 
but purporting to come from some association—his record there had been a grand 
one. He bad stood for righteousness, for justice, for the highest forms of orthodox 
Judaism. Oa the occasio1 to which allusion had been made in the letter which 
Mr. Jeasel bad read, MY. Goldreich had told him that Dr. Hertz virtually took his 
life io his bands: Mr. Goldreich had told him-tbat Dr. Hertz was the one man he 
had found able to exercise intlaence over the young men. He had an extraordinary 
inflaence. He had endeavoured to find out as mach as he conld of Dr. Hertz's 
aspirations and ideals. He found that everybody was immensely impressed with 
his fearlessness, his piety, and his righteousness. l oder his » zig he believed that 
the aspirations of the clergy would be satisfied. He would bring them into con 
saltation, and endeavoar to raise them up to @ higher plane. He believed he woul! 
desire to share with his clergy the duties and responsibilities which attached to bis 
position. He believed that in certain quarters Mr. Jessel and himself bad been 
attacked owing to their connection at one period with ths Jewish Religious Union, 
and it had been suggested that they were not acting fon le. (No! no! Dis 
regard it, Sir!) The way in which these suggestions were received was sufficient 
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refutation. He might not be as orthodox as many of them, but as long as he he 
the position of Vice-President of the Uaited Synagogue he wonld fizht as macha 
any man for upholding orthodoxy. (Cheers.) 


MR. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD'S APPEAL. 


Mr. LEOPOLD DE ROTHSCHILD said: I should like to say a few words. I 
have watched with great care the negotiations that have gone on for so long. My 
brother has told you how much he has felt the responsibility of having to choose 
a Chief Rabbi, worthy of occupying that high post Bat I do not think vou can 
realise what it has been to him that a certain section of the Jewish community has 
thonght fit in some way or other to attack his earnestness and his desire to select 
the best man for the post. He has felt it very much and it is for that reason that 
I ask you—-whomever you select—when be is once elected, to reepest him 
and try to uphold the high office with that sense of duty which I know 
to animate the members of the community. I echo with feelings of grati 
tude the words uttered earlier in the afternoon. by Mr. Jacobs. I have 
always beard of him as a: Minister who npheld the highest traditions of 
the Jewish faith, and whilst trne to his faith was loyal to his friends 
and exbibited the greatest tact in difficalt matters. I would like him to use his 
influence with the militant clergymen and to imprees upon them that it is the duty 
of a clergyman to instil the love and fear of God, and aleo to promote peace 
amongst other people, and not to sow dissension. (Cheers) I speak earnestly. 
Iam convinced that if the clergy have any grievances and submit them tothe Hon. 
Officers, they will receive that consideration which they deserve. But I do feel 
that no clergyman has a right to preach open revolt; they ought to know that 
this matter bas been considered by men of business, men of capacity, who have 
devoted their time and their energies to the best interests of Jndaism. It 
is not an easy task, after a heavy day in a court of law, to attend a meet. 
ing of the United Syoagogne, to listen to captions critics and try to 
form an opinion. We have to think of our highest traditions. If you do elect a 
Chief Rabbi, there ought to be no echism amongst the Jews. We have a noble 
tradition which we onght to ophold. If there is any breach, it will be a scandal 
and disgrace to our race. Judaiem is the mother of Christianity, and Christianity 
is the emblem of civilisation. \\e have the Law of Moses to uphold, and we must 
be worthy of that high tradition. Whether we are orthodox or heterodox, we 
must be true to our faith and worthy Jews. Because we ditiered in 
opinions, there need be no schism. I appeal to you from the bottom of my heart. 
I am sure this meeting, having beer beld in’ uch fraternity, will prove a benefit to 


our community, and may the God of peace ook upon usand bless us! (Cheers). 


I desire to thank Mr. Jess! and the Hon. Ormmecers and Mr. Orostien for the great 
care and attention they bave paid to the welfare of the community. \\ hatever our 
opinions about the merits of the two candidates, our thanks are due to them. 
(Cheers). 

The Discussion Continues. 


Alderman HART, who was imperfectly heard, said that be was a delegate 
from a very ancient congregation. He expressed appreciation of the work of the 
Selection Committee, and said that be had heard so mnoch in favour of Dr. Hertz 
that he intended to cast his vote for that gentleman. As one who bad long 
experience of educational work, he had been much impressed by what had been 
said concerning Dr. Hertz's inflaence over the young. He was therefore delighted 
to have the privilege of supporting the claims of Dr. Hertz to be Chief Rabbi. 

Dr. J. KLEIN said he desired to echo the views of previous speakers that who 
ever was appointed they would be loyal in every sense and cbhey him as the 
ecclesiastical chief of the community. But it was also incumbent on him to draw 
attention toa few facts which had arisen duripg the discussions. In the first 
instance a prophet was vever honoured in his own country. They knew of the 
disadvantages with reference to Dr. Hyameon. If Dr. Hertz had lived equally 
long in England under the same conditions they would have know something more 
of his character. They only bad written evidence. He considered Dr. Hyamson 
an eminently fit man tooccupy the position. He suggested that Dr. Hertz having 
lived in S. Africa daring a troublona time, it was very easy to obtain the com 
mendation of a politician like Lord Milner. He criticised what bad been eaid aa 
to Dr. Hertz’s action in turning ont men from cfitice. It wasa British tradition 
that no man sbould be condemned until an offence was proved. 

The CHAIRMAN said that there was such a thivg as repatation and report. 
He bad no doubt that Dr. Hertz had acted with wisdom and in the best interests 
of the community 

Dk. KLEIN said that they were entitled to express their opinions freely, and 
the impression created on bis mind by Dr. Hertz was that of a very conceited, 
seif-opinionated young man. (Langhter ) 

Mr. M. J. LANDA said they would perhaps give a little indulgence to one who 
was a relative by marriage of Dr. Hyamson. His wife and Mrs. Hyamson were 
gisters, avd for the past eight months Dr. Ilyamson had been a resident in bis 
house. He wished to assure them, on behalf of Dr. Hyamson, that none of the 
suggestions and innuendoes which had been referred to bad emanated from his 
source. He thought it only fair to put forward Dr. Hyamson’s claims. Bat he 
thought the delegates should be freed from the suggestion which bad been made 
in the Press, that if they voted in a certain way it wonld be visited with dis 
pleasure in high quarters. He felt sure the United Synagogue authorities did not 
wish it to be laid to their charge that they had influenced or intimidated certain 
people. Dr. Hyamson had been living in this country for forty-seven years, 
having been only one or two years of age when he came to these shores. 
His education and upbringing had been entirely English. He bad spent a small 
portion of his boybood in Birmingham, where be was still beld in great 
honour and respect. He was educated at Jews’ College School and subsequently 
at University College, where he had previously won a Hollier Hebrew scholarship 
and had devoted all! his life to fitting himself for the special fonctions of the 
Rabbinate. He had never vacillated from his purpose and bad never failed to 
prove himself a devoted servant of the community. He bad no pleasures, no 
recreations. Iie did not smoke, be did not play cards. He did not play any 
game, but had gone on educating himself and educating others. Only a year ago 
he had obtained the degreee of LL D., and the examiners bad exempted him from 
oral examination. lHHe bad a unique knowledge of Roman law. It was said that 
Dr. Hyamson was pot popular in the East End. At thetime Dr. Hyamson 
applied he accompanied that application by a letter in Hebrew signed by @ 
number of Rabbis in the East End of London, testifying that he was an eminently 
fitted man for the position. 

Mr. Je SSrL: The letter was signed by some religions leaders, bot I would 
remind you that there was an attempt to gain the support of the other Rabbis, 
and that attempt failed. 

Mr. LANDA said that it was at any rete not true that the East End dis- 
approved of Dr. Hyamson. He referred to Dr. Hyamson’s services on the Beth 
Din, which dealt with 700 cases a year. Since Dr. Adler bad been unabie to 
attend the Beth Din, Dr. Hyamson had presided over the Court and had given the 
greatest sati-faction by bis decisions. Mr. Mead, the police magistrate, bad 
publicly paid a tribute to his services in the maintemance of English law in the 
East End. He had occupied provincia! poste at Brietol and Swansea. 

Mr. JESSEL intervened to state that the letter to which Mr. Landa had 
referred was signed by four signatories. There was one Rabbi who was no longer 
in the East End, and there were three Maggidim. 

Mr. LANDA went on to allode to the services which Dr. Hyamson bad 
rendered in defence of Shechita, particularly in refuting the attacks made by Fr. 
von Korow, bis presentation of the Jewish case having prevented inflaential eup- 
port being given to the Finnish lady’s campsign. Mr. Jessel bad said that there 
had been a certain amount of friction. He asked whether there had not been a 
certain amount of friction during the lifetime of Dr. Adler. That friction Dr.

affirmative.” (Laughter.) 


Hyameon had reduced toa minimum. Was it not a fact that in connection with 
he affairs of Shechita a very serious orisis . . . 

Mr. JESSEL begged Mr. Landa not to go into that. (Cheers.) 

The CHAIRMAN said that the feeling of the meeting was against personalfties. 

Mr. LUDWIG BENJAMIN said that he was in favour of Dr. Hyamson, and 
wanted to vote for the man he knew. Bat he joined with previous speakers in 
pledging bis lovalty to the future Chief Rabbi. 

The CHAIRMAN said he hoped the debate would not be unduly prolonged. He 
thought both candidates bad been snfficiently petted. (Laughter } 

Mr. LO JOSEIH gaid that several provincial delegates had spoken in favour 
of Dr. Hyamson. He desired asa provincial delegate to put forward the claims of 
Dr. Hertz. The carefal manner in which the Selection Committee had examined 
his credentials fally jastified the recommendation which had been made. He 
sta'el that even ten years ago Dr. Hertz had been quoted as an expert, in a book 
by an American writer. He believed he was right in saying that, with the excep. 
tion of the late (hief Rabbi, who followed his father, there had been no previous 
Itabbi who had received a ananimonus call. It was too mach to expect that who- 
ever would be elected would receive from the outset general wholebearted approval, 
but it was reasonable to assume that whoever would be elected—and he hoped Dr. 
Herts would be the man—wonld, by virtue of the status of his position, and by 
reason of his personality and earnestness in maintaining the bigh traditions of his 
predecessors, become in time acceptable to East and West alike. 

Mr. A. M. WOoLF said that he fally endorsed what Mr. Landa bad said as to 
the capsbilities of Dr. Hyamson. «He had done his work very well, and given 
satisfaction, bat they had come to the conclusion that Dr. Hertz was the better 
man, taking into consideration the claims of the futare. Nothing would have given 
them greater pleasure than to be able to elect Dr. Hyamson if they had thought he 
was the better man. They were eoncerned with the fature and with the problem 
of the children, whom they desired to attach to orthodoxy. They would be doing 
justice to the youth of the community if they elected Dr. Hertz. The dangers 
inside the community were much greater than those confronting them from the 
outside, and he pleaded for unity in coming to the momentous decision which they 
were about to make. 

Mr. 5. J. KEMPNER: Did the Selection Committee have an opportunity of 
meeting Mre. Hertz’. (“ Yes!™) 

The CHAIRMAN called on Mr. Jessel to wind up the discussion. 

MR. JESSEL’S REPLY. 


Mr. JESSEL, who was received with cheers, said: In regard to the last 
qnestion, | think I may use a phrase customary in the assembly of which Sir 
Stuart Samnel may or may not be a member (laughter)—‘ The answer is in the 
I do not want to take up your time much longer. I 
forgot to mestion with regard to the suggestions about Dr. Hertz, that his position 
had been recognised by Dr. Adier. Dr. Hertz gave us evidence that Dr. Adler 
had recognised his authority to act as Rabbi and even give yet. Another point I 
want to mention bas reference to Dr. Gollancz. Dr. Gollancz told me that the 
agitation which had taken place in the Press, in which his name was freely men- 
tioned, was entirely without bis authority, and he wished to repndiate it. I take 
this opportanity of sodoing. I made some statements with regard to ramonurs about 
myself and Mr. Davis. What said was not without justification. Gentlemen in 
thie room can produce evidence of the statements which have been made from an 
authoritative source. That evidence will always be available. I should like to 
say one word iu reference to the speech of my old friend, Mr. Jacobs. He is the 
only clerical delegate. I hope be does not regard himself as a crow among the 
ravens. (Laughter) He not only earns the respect of ourselves when we go to 
his sypagogue, but also is known througboat the clergy and is respected by them. 


_ We are anxious to do what we can for the clergy. One of them wrote that the 


late Dr. Adler was like a colossus among them and they were all overshadowed. 


Bat 1 promise Mr. Jacobs that the moment the new Chief Rabbi is in office 4 
_ conclave shall be convened and we shall have a carefal investigation into the needs 
_of the clergy. (Cheers.) I would make an appeal to Mr. Jacobs to use his 


intinence with bis colleagues of the hot-headed type. Dr. Gollancz told me that 
he was not responsible for the clerical manifesto. That is sigaed by nobody, with 
the exception of Mr. Lazarus, with authority to use the dignity of Rabbi. I! 
want you, Mr. Jacobs, to use your influence to appease the somewhat ruffled 
feelings of the clergy. Very kind expressions have been used to-day in regard to 
the efforts of the Selection Committee. I confess I was a bit annoyed at 


-the suggestion that we did not take trouble enough. We took plenty of 


trouble. But 1 am particularly indebted to the provincial delegates who were put 
to the expense and trouble of coming bere to-day, and especially those members of 
the Selection Committee, who not only came up over and over again at great 
personal inconvenience, but worked among their own districts at an early stage of 
the proceedings in order that this election should be as representative as possible. 


It is too mach to hope that we may be unanimous, but I arge you to support the 
recommendation of the Selection Committee. (Cheers.) 


THE DECISION OF THE COLLEGE. 


Amid evident signs of intense interest the vote was then taken as before by 
roll-call. At its close Lord ROTHSCHILD announced the figures as follows :— 


For Dr. HERTZ (56 delegates), 998 votes. 
For Dr. HYAMSON (27 delegates), 39 votes. 


Eleven delegates abstained from voting. 


Lord ROTHSCHILD then formally declared Dr. Hertz duly clected Chief 
Rabbi. 


THE CLOSING SCENE. 

An impressive scene followed. 

Mr. JOSEPH PRAG, J.P., rising immediately after the declaration of the 
voting, said: Dr. Hertz hae been elected and I hope we will unanimously come to 
the decision that we recognise the fact and pledge ourselves to support him in the 
office and to do our duty as Englishmen and Jews. Some of us opposed bis candi- 
datare for reasons which seemed perfectly jast and reasonable. He has been 
eee and it behoves every Jew to give the heartiest support to the gentleman 
elected. 

Mr. S. M. HARRIS seconded the motion, and amid great enthusiasm it was 
carried by a show of hauds. The Chairman put “the contrary,” and only two 
bands were held up, those of Mr. M.J. Landa and Mr. A. Wiener, relatives of Dr. 
Hyameon. 

Sir STUART SAMUEL, M.P., moved a vote of thanks to Lord Rothschild, the 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, and the Selection Committee, for the 
great care and attention they had given to this difficult matter. 

Dr. DULBERG seconded the motion, which was sapported by Mr. 8. M. 

[ARRIS, and carried amid loud cheers. 


Lord ROTHSCHILD briefly thanked the gathering, which then dispersed to

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THE JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 
The Chief Rabbi-Elect Appointed Vice President. 


Speaking on the recommendation to elect Rabbi Dr. Joseph Hertz a Vice- 
President of the Jewish Religions Education Board, Mr. ARTHUR E FRANKLIN, 
the President, at a meeting of the Board on Monday, said that he hoped the 
recommendation he was putting forward would not only meet with the fall 
approval of the Board, but aleo with the approval of the community geverally. 
Following on the remarkably fine action on the part of certain members of the 
Electoral Colleg:, who at one tim? were opposed to Dr. Hertz, bat who, at the 
conclusion of the moeting of the College on ths previous day, expressed the hope 
that Dr. Hertz would bo unanimonsly accepted, he asked those present now to 
recoguise Ur. Hartz not oaly as Chief Rabbi, bat also as a Vice-President of the 
Board. That position, they would all remember, was held by the late Chief 
Rabbi throughont the whole history of the Board, for it was recognised that as 
bead of the clergy it was only proper that the gentleman holding the cffire of 
Chief Rabbi should come into close contact with the principal educational body of 
its kind in the commnanity. So far as the Board iteelf waa concerned, he was sure 
there was no possible defect in the newly-chosen Chief Rabbi. He (Mr. Franklin) 
had spent a very considerable time in Dr. Hertz’s company, and he assured the 
Board that he 


SELDOM HAD MET A MAN SO EARNEST, SO ENTHUSIASTIC 


on the subject of religious education of the young. He had not the slightest doubt 
but that lr. Hertz would prove to be of great influence in the movement of the 
religious education of the youth of the commupity, and bis powers of organieation, 
his personality, and his koowledge and experience of the subject would prove 
invaluable. Mrs. Hertz was also an expert’ on this snbject, and they would bave 
the pleasure of knowing that the gentleman who had been chosen to take upa 
leading position in the community would be receiving active assistance in directing 
this educational work from his wife. It was now their duty to show that the Board 
had fallen into line with the rest of the community in acclaiming Dr. Hertz, and 
to stand by bim and to give him all their support, so that he might uphold the 
dignity of the hich office to the advantage of the community. (Cheers.) 


The Views of Berkeley Street. 


The Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS, M.A., said tbat it afforded him the greatest 
satisfact on to accede to the request of the Chairman to second his motion. It 
wae, perhaps, pot inappropriate that as one of the oldest surviving members of the 
origival lostitution be sbould join with the Chairman in welcoming Dr. Hertz 
to the prond sphere cf labour that awaited bim at that Board. The late Dr. 
Adler, who was one of the founders of that institution more than fifty years ago, 
throvgbout his life identified bimeelf with ite interests as the responsible head and 
authority of Jewish religious education in this country. He had been the main- 
spring of its activity, and had brought to bear on the work of the Board all his 
energies and npon its deliberations a powerful mind. They were all assured tbat 
the Rev. Dr. Hertz, who it had just been proposed should succeed Dr. Adler in the 
office of Vice-l’resident, would bring to bear in the position 


THE SAME ENERGIES, ZEAL, AND ABILITY AS HIS PREDECESSOR. 


Those of them who were acquainted with Dr. Hertz’s splendid moncgraph on the 
position of the uviversity in medern education would not need to be reminded 
that he was thorougbly imbued with the educational ideals which might be expe ted 
from an administrator of euch attainments. He regarded it as particularly 
aurpicious tbat on the very day following his election as Chief Rabbi the 
Board sbould bave bad the opportunity of inviting bim to a place on the Board 
next to the Coair, and he imagined the Chairman had asked him to second the 
recommendation, not merely as an old member of the Board but also as a Minister 
of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, as the only representative in the 
room of the reform section of the community. The West -London Synagogue 
occupied the position of intermediary between the orthodox wing and the extreme 
radical wing, and ite policy was to maintain the most cordial relations with both. It 
was thus in the unique position to preserve not merely the semblance but the 
reality in communal harmony and to help the Jews of England to stand before 
the world as 


A UNITED RELIGIOUS BROTHERHOOD, 


The relations with the late Chief Rabbi had been of a most cordial character, not- 
withstanding that his congregation had not sacrificed one iota of its theological 
independence. The West Loudon Synagogue had extended to Dr. Adler the 
deference due to the religious bead of the commuoity, and had co-operated with 
him on every single occasion. Need be say that they would not be less generous 
to bis successor, to whom they would extend their support in the formidable task 
that confronted bim. He asked permission to refer to one other point. He was 
pot speakipg merely as an old member of the Board and aa the representative of 
the West Loodon Synagogue, but he was also speaking as a Minister and as a 
member of that large body of clergymen who had been so much in evidence lately 
in connection with the Rabbinate question. At the previous day’s Conference the 
appeal had been made that the 


JEWISH CLERGY SHOULD NOT SOW DISSENSION. 


He ventured to think that no such appeal was needed. The Jewish clergy 
who proclaimed several times a day “Me who maketh peace in his High 
Places may He make peace for us and for all TIerael” were the last 
people in tbe world to sow dissension. It was for them to promote 
peace, goodwill, concord, and fraternity, and the clergy would not be found 
wanting in tbe performance of {bis duty. It was wrong to cry peace 
where tbere was no peace, and he believed the opposition some of the members of 
the clergy had manifested was not directed so mach on personalities as against the 
mode of procedure of election which was considered undignified. But the clergy 
would support Dr. Hertz with that loyalty and enthusiasm that his compatriots 
owed to their self respect and to their position as the religious guides in their own 
congregations.—(Cheers). 


Welcome from the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. 


Mr. C. A. MOCATTA, as representing the Spanish and Portuguese Congrega- 
tion at the Board, was glad to join with the President in offering Dr. Hertz 
a cordial welcome as Vice-President of the Institution. He would not, be said, 
mer the excellent effects of the speeches they had already heard by venturing 


on any further remark. 
The Clergy and the Laity. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN, who was called upon to support the motion, said that 
on the question whether the Chief Rabbi should be a Vice-President of the Board 
there could be no two opinicns. The community had elected a successor to Dr. 
Adler, and there could be no question as to the propriety of the Board in taking 
the first opportunity of associating the new Chief Rabbi with some of the best work 
in the community, work in which, Chief Rabbi or no Chief Rabbi, every 
Minister in the British Empire took keen interest. Therefore, as he had been 
asked to say something in supporting the motion now before them, he could only 
hope that Dr. Hertz’s connection with the Board would be as mach a credit to 
him as a use to the Board as was expected from a man in his position and one who 
followed such a distinguished predecessor. In moving the resolution the Chairman 
had travelled rather wide, and referred to a question somewhat ontside the 
immediate purview of the Board. His relative and friend, Mr. Harris, in his 
admirable speech, bad done the same, and had also travelled a little beyond the 
point. The Chairman had sanctioned the departure, and in view of that he would 
also like tosay something pot immediately connected with the Board. Considering 
the part bis colleagues and he bad taken in the matter of the eleotion of the Chief 


_ 


Rabbi, he thonght he onght to ssy that what they had done, they did with a 
purity of motive of which there should never have bsen any question of doubt, and 
with an honesty of purpore. But there was a question, far and beyond the question 
of personality, and that was the question of the good of the community. What. 
ever was to bappen, he could not conceive the body of the Jewish clergy allowing 
in any way the best and holiest work of the community, which was their own 
special charge, to suffer in any way whatever, and he therefore thought that any 
appeal that was made to the clergy should 
NOT TAKE THe FORM OF DIDACTIC EXHORTATION, 


The clergy would never b3 a happy clergy in this or any other community when 
instead of being allowed to perform their function of teaching the community, the 
community reversed the position and attempted to teach them. The whole secret 
of what was called the unrest among the clergy went mach farther back than the 
question of the election of the Chief Rabbi; it went far back to the history and 
constitution of the Jewish Ministry. “We do not consider the office 
which we hold,” continued Mr. Green, “is suiliciently respected by 
the Isity here, and so when one of us is able to rise to a 
position, it is not because he is a Jewish Minister, but in spite of the fact that 
he is a Jewish Minister. If people like yourselves trast the clergy, respect the 
sacred offixe and believe in us, aod recog tise that we bave got opinions, feeliags, 
judgment and individuality of oar owa—although you pay us salaries and we are 
public servants—then a new era will dawn both for the laity and the clergy. It is 
eary to make gracious speeches; but it is more difficult and more necessary to do 
the right thing. Instead of the community speaking of the clergy as it now does, 
it.sbould tura to iteelf and ask itself frankly whether it treats the clergy and the 
exalted office they hold as it should do. Oa ths manner io which the question is 
auswered depends the future well-being of the community.” 

Mr. M. DUPARC, as @ representative of the Council of the United Synagogue, 
supported the motion, which was thea carried ananimously. 


LIBERAL JEWISH SYNAGOGUE. 


Mr. Claude G. Montefiore on the Chief Rabbi-Elect. 


Prior to discussing the basiness on the agenda, Mr. Claude G Montefiore at 
the first annual meetiog of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue last Sunday, made a 
reference to the election of Dr. Hartz to the Chief Rabbinate. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said that they had gathered on the evening of a day that 
was bound to be eventfal in the annals of the Jewish community in Eagland, for 
on that day a new Chief R:ibbi had been elected. “ Although this congregation ” 
continued Mr. Montefiore, “ stands ontside the rule of the Chief Rabbi as not 
beipg one under his jurisdiction, still the election cannot be without interest to 
anybody io this room. Iam sure we all hope that the new Chief Rabbi will prove 
of advantage to the community in general, and that he will become, as it were, an 
ornament to the Chief Rabbinate, and will follow worthily in the footsteps of the 
dearly lamented Dr. Adier. Oar best wishes go ont to Dr. Hertz. No matter 
what diti rences of opioion on the subject of orthodoxy and reform that might 
exist, | earnestly hope onr relations with him and with every branch of the com. 
monity will be comfortable, pleasant, and auspicious. Dr. Hertz bas our very best 
wishes for his success in the very high office to which he ihwe been called.” 

The Rev. I. I. MATTUCK also alluded to the election of Dr. Hertz. He 
wished the new incumbent of the Chief Rabbinate every success in his new sphere. 
He heartily welcomed any new force, personality, or institution which had close at 
heart the interests of Jews and Jadaism, aod trasted that Dr Hertz, in the task 


. he had set himeelf of enthusing new life and hope, and strengthening the old love 


for the ancient faith that had been handed down to us, would meet with all the 
success he deserved.

Se retary the re 18, | fear. very little prospect of any alteration being made either rm 
regard to the fees or testa dur er his tenure of office Nothing could be more uns<atis 
factory or disappointing than bis treatment of onr demands lie simply refuses to 
consider them, wsserting that they have already been faily considered and rejected by 
his pre de = 


In November last a deputation (amongst whom I had the honour to be 
numbered) was appointed by a political organisation in Maachester. interviewed 
the Home Secretary, the outcome being the enclosed report and concessions 
officially sanctioned. If the enclosed report means anytbing at all I think you wil! 
agree it certainly copveve a decided modifi-ation of the literary test, and it isa 
surprise to me that the board of Deputies do nv t appear to bave this information. 

Ll should a'so like to add that this same political association is still in negotia 
tion with the Home Secretary respecting the reduction of the fee, and is not 
without bope of sometbiug favourable being the outcome.

that, apart from the President's beant:fal tribute to the memory of the late Mr. 
N. L, © ben, siso bi4 solendidly delivered presidential addrees, I was disanpointed. 
I honestly thought, as many avotber delegate must, tbat bad the day been other 
than Sur day, when time is probably not 80 valuable, I should have regretted the 
waste of it. 


However, we bad a slight compensation for our presence. I do think the 


' thanks of thove present are due to the two gentlemen in whose names the motions 


were set down, [at for them we might have gone to tea—and home, as you so 


aptiy pot it, at 3 20 pm —)just forty miantes to be accurate. after the President 
opened the meeting. Mr. EF nsteia stated his case very clearly and expressed bis 
views very earpestly. He went on to say that “as Englishmen who fought 
and bled for the country, who paid taxes, etc., they were entitled to 
equality " Other gentlemen followed and the discussion was becoming most 
epthusiastic (| began to feel glad I bad come). The English of some of the 
speakers was @ little bit mixed, but what did that matter? They were paturalised, 
they demanded all the rights (and quite right, too) of Eaglishmen—they all 
belonged to the “ ball-dog breed.” 

One gentleman who was the happy possessor of bis naturalisation rights felt 
disposed to argae matters relating to naturalisation rights with the Chairman (Mr. 
Heariqaes), who quietly retorted that he (the Chairman) knew sometbing about 
it, as be had written a book on the very question. 

I felt that we were making progress, buat, alas, someone had evidently 
detected signs of growing impatience on the part of the Chairman. and in a trice 
the whole question bad toppled to the ground. Someone asked what appeared to 
me @ very simple question, viz.: “ Did the Chairman think the action of the 
Manchester Congregations bad done barm?” The Chairman replied with legal 
coldness, which no donbt, strack terror into the hearts of the enthusiasts, that 
“he did not say it bad done barm, but that it had done no good.” These few 
wor%s resulted tn @ general collapse, for Mr. Einstein rose and said, “in view of 
the (bairman’s remarks, might he bave permission to withdraw the motion.” to 
which the Chairman graciously gave bis sanction. 

It was a pity Mr. Henriques did not at the beginning of the discussion thiok 
of those charmed words. We might then have closed the meeting at 3.30 pm 
instead of 4 30 p.m. , 

Mr. Samuel carried bia resolution, which I supported. But what did Mr. 
Jacobs mean when be said, “Ile bad great pleasure in seconding Mr. Samuel's 
resolution, because it meant practically nothing”? [Does it really mean practically 
nothing? Then. what was the good of passing the resolution? [)») I not under- 
stand that the “ santies” who poll the strings say, in ¢ ffect, “ D legates, you are 
at liberty to propose what you like, and pass what you like; it mekes not the 
slightest difference to us! We always do as we like. Your resolution means 
practically nothing ? 

If this is 80, the sooner the constitution of the Board is altered (thet is. if the 
Board is really of any importance) the better. A gentleman who represents 
another constituency in another House, represents our congregation here on the 
Board of Deputies. He has attended one meeting of the Board since his election 
He no doubt feels that he can serve the Board just as well by his absence as by 
his presence. So much for Mr. Henriques’ contention, that a London man can 


better attend the Board’s meetings than cau a provincial man. Our deputy is a 
London man.

The annoal meeting of the Governors took place at the Ilospital on 
Jewish Sunday. 
Hospital. Dr. CHARLES DreEyrus, J P, presided, and in moving the 
adop ion of the annual report and balance sheet, said the work in 
connection with the institution was satisfactorily pregressing, and the number of 
in-patiente and ont-pa'ients bad increased. as was also the case with the number 
of operations performed. A great dieaster had overtaken them in the loss of their 
¢»worker, the late Evra Altaras, who, besides being an excellent worker, waa 
always willing to render pecuniary assi«tance when it was required. The financia! 
condition of the institution made a aad tale to relate, and 1% was pocr confort to 
them to know that thev were in a similar pos'tion to other charitable inatitations. 
Their expenditare was actaally about £1,100 more than their income and they 
had no endowments to rely on or invested funde to fall back upon. It, therefore, 
became an urgent necessity for him earnestly to appeal to the commanity 
Jews ag well as non-Jews—and ask them if the institation was worthy of support. 
He did not complain of criticiam if it was fair, but be took exception to 


certain statements publicly made tbat several persons took advantage of 
the medical treatment given c¢rataitousiy who were in such circum 
atances as to be well able to afford to pay a medical man. He muat 


emphesicve strongly his disapproval of such statements and declare that the 
executive took every precantion to investigate all asea, and thus safeguard the 
interests of loc-| doctors. He did not believe the Io«urance Act would make their 
work much lighter except, perhaps. in the out-patienta’ department ; he thought, 
however, the hosnitals should obtain some of the beneti's of the Insurance Funds. 
Dr. Dresfue conelnded by appealing for more annual subscribers, and said the 
appeal for £5 000 wotld be open for another three months. It was a matter of 
mrcency to raise fonds to pav cff their heavy .mortgage and also to 
liquidate their indebtednees to the Bank. He made that appeal to the community 
with fnll confidence, becanse the jna'itntion catered for the requirements of all 
clagees irreanective ef + ationality or creed, and was fally deserving of more support. 

Mr JO*FPH BTESH aeconded the motion, which was carried ananimously. 

Dr. HARING proposed: That De. Charles Dreyfus, J P., be elected life 
presid nt of the Hospital and chairman of the Board of Management for the 
ensving vear. He eaid they all knew and recognised the excellent work performed 
for the H«spital by Dr. Dreyfus in the past, and they felt satistied he would do 
good work ia the fntare. Thev wished to safeguard their interests. and be sure 
of cortinuing to have the benéfit of hia fatare services. 

Mr. SaMUEL J COREN, in seconding the motion, referred to the respect and 
love that all felt for Dr 

Dr. DRKYFUS said he was deeply touched at the resolation, but before it was 
nat be would like to point ont that no precedent existed for such a course, nor did 
it appear to have been adopted in any otber inetitation in that city. He did not 
think thev bad a right to elect him for life and would prefer, as hitherto, to be 
elected from vear to year. 

The motion was carried with acclamation, and Dr. Dreyfas received an 
ovation when he retarned thanks and said he would try to be worthy of the posi- 
tion as long as he waa able to carry on the necessary duties.

The 
Inetitutions visited are twelve hospitals, two asylnome, six workhouses, and two prisons, 
and the visitors comprise thirteen of the Miniatérs belonging to the various synagogues 
of all sections. The expenses of the Koard during the past two years have been very 
small. and, in addition to visitors’ travelling expenees which is the largest item, they 
inclnde a grant to a family to return to Russia, providing religious instruction at 
Swint-n Workhouse School, and a contribution to the National Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children for the maintenance of a Jewish child.

The average time spent by each patient at the hospital has been 
264 cays. The ont-patients nambered 82). The income amonnted to £697, which 
inclnded £92 annnal enbscriptions, £55 donations, £142 weekly contributions, and the 
mnnificent gift of £250 by the President, Councillor J. Moser, J.P. The annual dance of 
1911 produced £20, and £30 waa derived from the benefit given by Mr. Hepworth, 
manager of the Theatre Koyal. The grant of £5) by the Jewish Sick Charity is also 
recorded. The expenditure totalled {s18, as against ¢624 in 1911. We have thus to 
deplore a deficit of £121. which includes the deficit of £76 of 1911, hence the additional 
deficit for the year is £15. The naomber of in-patients has greatly increased, with a cor- 
responding increase of important operations performed in the bo-spital. The «uestion of 
extending the hospital accommodation has seriously occupied the attention of the boord 
and the Building Committee during during the past year. Messrs. L. Goodman 
and J. Cohen are heartily thanked for their untiring efforts.

ully maintained. The number of deaths at the in+titntion was three-—-a death rate of 
twenty-four per thousand, which compares very favourably with that of similar institu- 
tions. A featnre which calls for special mention is the increased number of patients 
admitted from other bospitals to complete their recovery after serious operations. 
There was also a larger number of patients willing to contribate something towards the 
cost of their maintenance. The ladies’ committee, with Mrs. Joe Cohen, Mrs. H. 
Diamond, and Mrs. Yoelson, were heartily thanked. 

Tbe annual meeting of the subscribers took place last Sunday at the Lovell 
Road Council School. 

Councillor JACOB MOsER, who presided, said that although members of the 
working clarses bad been appointed on the Board of Management, they had not 
taken any active interest in the work of the Hospital, and he regretted that they 
(tbe workers) did not contribute adequately to the upkeep of the institution, which 
was mainly for the benefit of the working man. The Herzl-Moser Hospital 
bad a strong claim upon the Jewish Board of Gaardians for support, which that 
institution was apparently very slow to recognise. The work they were doing in 
relieving the sick Jewish poor was essentially Board of Guardians work, and he 
trusted that those in autbority would concede recognition to the claims of the 
Jewieh Hospital. He was pleased to note that they bad again received the grant 
of ten guineas from the Leeds Union, but be was of opinion that this amount was 
out of proportion to the extent that the Hospital relieved the rates. 

Mr. LEONARD L. ZOSSENHEIM, treasurer, in presenting the annual report 
and balance-sbeet. gave a r/ésum/ of the various aspects of the financial position. 

Mr. JOE COHEN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, said 
tbat they conld congratulate themselves on there being a deficiency of only £121 
after the Hospital had been in existence over seven years. 

Messrs. 8 Wolfson, I. Goldman, Dr. Umaneki, and Mr. 8. Hyman having 
spoken, the report and balance were upavimonusly adopted. 

On the motion of Councillor MOSER and Mr. 8. WOLFSON, thanks were 
accorded the retiring officers and the bon. medical staff for their services. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that Mr. Leonard Zossenheim had resigned his position 
as treasurer, and be formally moved tbat gentleman's election as vice-president. 
Tbis was unanimously agreed to. Councillor Moser was re-elected president. and 
Mr. 8S. Wolfscn was elected treasurer. The members of the Executive and the 
Board of Management were re-elected with the addition of the following: Mesdames 
D. Joseph, Max Woolfe and Messrs. H  Camrass and A. Saffer. 

It was decided that a deputation should wait upon the Executive of the Leeds 
Workpeople's Hoepital Fund with the view of obtaining an annual grant. 

Tbe CHAIRMAN made eympathetic reference to the death of Mr. Elias Cohen, 
who had been a generous and enthusiastic supporter of the Hospital. He moved 
a vote of condolence and sympatby with the family. 

Mr 8S. WOLFSON, in moving a vote of thanks to Councillor Moser, said that 
the commupity deeply appreciated his work. The resolution was seconded by Mr. 
I. GOLDMAN and carried.

Elias Cohen. deceased gentleman endeared himself to all sections of the com. 

mupity by the interest he took in all communal and charitable 
institutions. He was closely connected with the Jewish Sheiter and Strangers’ 
Home, of which he was treasurer. He was also an ardent supporter of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, the Herzl-Moser Hospital, the Hebrew School, the Talmud 
Torah, and many other organisations. He was comparatively a young man, having 
been only in bis fifty-first year. The foneral took place last Sunday at the 
cemetery of the Great Synagogue, Belgrave Street. ‘Phe officiating clergy were 
the Rev. M. Abrabams, B.A., who delivered an impressive address at the grave- 
side, and the Rev. 8. Diamond. The deceased was married to the only daughter 
of the lete Mr. Jacob Myers, who was one of the founders of the community. His 
widow identifies herself with many charitable organisations, and is active and 
zealous in promoting the welfare of her coreligionists. 


Au important and interesting phase of the Shechita contro- 
Unsound Kosher _versy in Leeds, and one which attracted considerable attention 
Meat Prosecution. throughout the general community, was the unsound Kosher 

meat prosecution of the “opposition” butcher by the local 
authorities, which came before Mr. Horace Marshal! (the Stipendiary Magistrate), 
at the I.eeds Town Hall on February llth. The case was one in which Mr. Harry 
Paley, butcher, occupying a registered slanghter-house in East Court, East Street, 
was summoned for exposing unsound meat for sale. Mr. V. Bateson (from the 
Town Clerk’s office) appeared to presecute, Mr. Alf. Masser defended, and Mr. F. 
Blackston watched the proceedings on behalf of the Leeds Shechita Board. 

Mr. V. BATESON said that, at the suggestion of the Jewish Public Burial 
Society, the defendant arranged to cater for tne supply of Kosher meat for a 
section of the Jewish people of Leeds. It was necessary to mention that he was 
acting under a Rabbi and officiale who were not recognised by the local Jowish 
ecclesiastical authorities. Oo January 29th Mr. Dixon, M R.C.V.S., meat inspector 
for Leeds, visited the defendant’s slaughter-house and found hanging there the 
carcases of seven or eight beasts. The one nearest to the door was marked Kosher, 
and was that of a tuberculous, wasted, and droysical cow. The carcase was 
eventually brought to the Town Hall, and after being inspected by the Benoh 
was ordered to be destroyed.

Mr. JAMES A. Dixon, Chief Meat Inspector and Veterinary Expert to the 
leeds Corporation, in the course of his examination, remarked tbat it was the first 
time in his experience of the meat trade that beef, stamped Kosher, bad been con 
demned as uvfit or unsound. The Jewish test and their (the inspectors’) test were 
absolutely different, and was not accepted by the authorities. He said that the 
defendant had answered, when the state of the cow was brought to his notice, 
“that he did not think it was anfit for food, as it had been passed as Kosher by 
the Jewish reverend.” 

The Revs. M. COHEN and L. Korret, Shochetim under the Leeds Shechita 
Board, were called as witnesses for the prosecution, and in the course of their 
evidence stated that as a result of their examination it was shown that from three 
different conditions found, the beast was “ trifa,” being diseased. In their opinion 
no shochet, legitimately exercising his duties, could have passed such conditions. 

The Rev. DAVID LYONS (Shochet for the Public Barial Society) said that be 
was an authorised Sbochet under the authority of the late Dr. Adler, Dr. Gaster, 
Rabbi Hillman, Rabbi Hurwitz, Rabbi Dagutsky and others. He subjected the 
carcase in question to the usual tests, and certified it as being quite fit for food 
according to Jewish law. At the same time he had rejected other carcases, which 
he now understood had been passed by the inspector as fit for buman con 
sumption. 

For the defence Mr. MASSER eaid he could not contest the evidence of the 
physical condition of the cow, but that the defendant was not personally 
responsible. In fairness to his client it should be borne in mind that under the 
special circumstances of catering for a distinct section of the community, bis 
client had relied absolutely on the discretion of the “ Jewish reverend,” who had 
certified the carcase as meat fit for consumption by the Jewish people. 

Mr. HORACE MARSHALL, after a hearing which lasted nearly four hours and 
a-half, said that this was a case of importance to those interested in kosher meat. 
It had been set up by the defence that there was a custom in the trade that the 
inspector should examine every carcase before it went to the shops for sale. He 
Was not satisfied that there was such a custom. In this case the meat complained 
of was very bad. It was stamped by an official, and the defendant relied on that 
official and accepted his opinion and acted on it. The question as to whether the 
official was responsible he would not decide. It was sufficient if he said he found 
the defendant guilty and imposed a fine of £5 and costs.

By ONE OF THEM ... 


A writer in one of the daily papers has some striking Yomments to make 
concerning Yiddish theatre audiences. One is afraid he is just a little over. 
indulgent, for our own experiences do not by any means tally with his. Possibly 
the character of the play has a great deal to answer for. The more familiar the 
production, the less orderly the house. They know what is coming. The problem 
play, on the other hand, engages their rapt attention, occupies their thonghts, 
exercises their speculations. The writer tells us that he was struck at the closing 


moments of the play with the perfect quiet that pervaded the theatre till the - 


curtain fell. ‘ No rustling of coats and cloaks. No shoiffling out of people who 
want to secure last trains, early taxis, or waiting moturs.” They sat intense in 
their interest until the last moment. (ae, then, must judge the effective character 
of the play by the demeanour of the audience. We cannot repress a smile, how. 
ever, at the “early taxis " and “ waitiag motors ” part of the criticism. This too 
sudden access of the outward signs of affluence makes us Children of the Ghetto 
quite giddy ! 


What to do with our girls is a problem which is troubling many Jewish 
parents to-day. They can’t all be clerks and typiste—which is as well—they 
won’t enter domestic service, and a heavy trade is ont of the question. A few 
enquiries made by the writer disclosed that one of the most popular industries 
with our Jewish girls, until within recent years, was the feather trade. Cigar and 
cigarette making came a good first, and tailoring second. But feather-curling in 
all ite branches seems to have grown less popular, for the simple reason that its 
advantages are not so well known. A prominent member of the industry tells me 
that he bas tried for some time to secure a few Jewish apprentices, bat not with 
any marked success. “The trade,” he says, “is light and interesting, and 
moreover it is one at which a girl can always depend upon a living when out of her 
time.” Perhaps this little reference toa by no means overcrowded industry will 
interest perplexed mothers and fathers. 


Speaking of our working-class sisters, one notices a striking contrast between 
the young Jewess of ten years ago and her counterpart to-day. Where the former 
could be seen leaving for work dressed indifferently, munching a slice of bread and 
butter aod burrying to the railway station as if life depended on it, the modern 
Jewish working-girl dresses as ifon visiting bent. Stand near Aldgate station on the 
evening of any working day, and watch the stream of Jewish work-girla making for 
bome. They are attired neatly, insome cases stylishly. Costumes, attractive furs 
and daioty bandbags, they offer a refreshing contrast to their prototypes of a decade 
ago. We may well ask ourselves: What are the factors that have contributed to 
this pleasing change’ The growing independence of woman, the cult of the girls’ 
club, the fashion paper and—this is by no means the least important-——the innate 
desire to “ look nice.” Besides, the greater proportion of our girls are engaged in 
clerical occupations ; and the neatness of the shorthaud-typist is a proverb in the 
city. 


It is to be noticed that one of the picture palaces in the Whitechapel district 
announces that the proceeds of its Sanday performances are devoted to the Talmud 
Torah. What the Talmad Torah is the majority of habitués neither kaow nor 
care, bat it is siguificant as showing a little discrimination on the part of these 
picture show people. I noticed in Clapham the other day that Sanday performances 
were devoted to the needs of a Hebrewschool near by. Although the profits, after 
deducting working expenses, are not large, “ every little helps.” 


Those of our young men and women who have sollected for the Jewish 
National Fand will doubtless read with interest of the fanny experiences that have 
fallen to the share of similar enthusiasts in the Dominion. It cannot be said of 
London that “about fifty per cent. of the people visited seemad to know little 
about the existence of the National Faad.” One young lady, wea are told, who did 
pot understand Eaglish, “ mistook us for visitors to her sister's partv. Wa were 
asked to remove our coats and enter the parlour—a reqasest we could not comply 
with, to our regret.” . 


At another house the collectors were told that the master of the bouse “did 
rot belong to the Uaion,” and, therefore, would not pay. Others imagined that 
the National Fand was for the purpose of helping the strikera! Bat one ont- 
standing disclosure of this class of work is the exceedingly slow progress 
of anglicization in Canada. As far as the cities are concerned, emigrants seem to 
carry the old Ghetto spirit with them and to cling to it, despite all. 


They call it the Prehistoric Club —why and wherefore is open to question. Its 
object is “ to establish a weekly meeting-place for professional men and tradesmen 
of the East Eod,” and its membership inciades within its ranks several represen- 
tatives of the Children of Israel. The Presidenot’s inaagaral address was devote! 
to Prehistorics and Anthropoids, limestone caverns and river beds. But of trade 
in the Ghetto ne’er a word was uttered. A queer oclab, this Prehistoric Clab. 
Apparently it is going to sharpen its brains for the commercial needs of the present 
by delving into the mysteries of the forgotten past. Prehistorics end shops legis- 
lation have little in common. We sbould have thought the latter the more 
engrossing. 


The intention of a section of the Jewish shopkeepers to plump for Wednesday 
as most suitable for the half-day closing, is a reminder that there are far too many 
Jewish shopkeepers in the East End and elsewhere who cannot be made to realise 
that the balf-day’s rest in the week is desirable on every ground. A few years 
ago there stared at us from the window of a Ghetto furniture emporium the naive 
announcement: “ We will close on Sundays as soon as the Act compels us to do 
so "—a spirit of resignation to coming legislation quite in keeping with the national 
spirit. But, in the course of those few years, resignation has given way to 


‘ spirited opposition to all attempts to tinker with their rights as citizens and trades- 


people. The East End Jew. is a door-mat no longer. He is a living, sentient 
being, clamorous of bis rights, impatient of red tape, and, most significant of all, 
cogpisant of the value of combination in resisting the influences of aggressive 
officialism. 

So Mr. Isaac Benjamin has received another medal. Where on earth is he going 
to put it? Hie present trophies cover all available space on his breast as it is, and 
render walking a matter offatigue. He is out in all winds and weathers collecting for 
the hospitals, and the “ Lane” people would find things particalarly dull on Sunday 
mornings without him. I often smile at the expression on some folks faces when 
they see him coming. “’Ere comes the little Jew. Got any coppers?” Anything 
to satisfy this most successfal of collectors, whose biting witticisms have cajoled 
more pennies from the unwilling than the sweetest oajolery of the fairest daughter 
of Eve. But about that other medal. We wish him health to wear it and 
sufficient strength to carry many more like it.

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ZIONISM. 
THE PALESTINE COMMITTEE. 


A drawing-room meeting, under the auspices of the Palestine Committee. was 
held on Sunday at 44, Lancaster Gate, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. F. 8. 
rrapklin. Mr. H. 8. Q. Henriques presided. 

Mr. LEON SIMON said he had just retarned from Palestine and could there. 
tore speak from his own personal experience. The Jewish renaissance meant a 
new life or development—a new blossoming of Jewish life. During the last thirty 
vears many Jews had gone to settle on the land and had become agriculturists. 
One eaw in Jerusalem that a new life was developing, and one noticed the same 
hing iu the Jewish colonies. If people only knew more they would take more 
oterest and in this way would give more hel). Not philanthropic help, but 
oterest in the way of investing capital in Palestine. 

' Mr. H. SACHER said that there was one thing that Jews insisted upon 
wherever they might be, and that was the best that was to be had in the way of 
.dacation for their children. Hence, if there was to be Jewish colonisation in 
Palestine there must be Jewish schools. And that need was gradually being 
satisfied. They bad now begun to aspire to something more than a school—to a 
university. They were building up a high school in the German senee, that is to 
aay, a technical school of university rank. Such a high school was now being 
created at Haifa. It would begin in a modest way as a school of engineering, 
because that was relevant to the immediate needs of the country, but it was hoped 
cradually to enlarge its scope and make it into a Jewish university. Unfortu. 
vately, the project had received little support among English Jews, perhaps 
because their attention had not been adequately drawn to it. 

Mr. ROBERT B. SOLOMON, as one who had recently travelled in Palestine, 
protested against tbe idea that the country was a stony waste. Many visitors only 
saw the lend immediately surrounding Jerusalem. and knew notbing of the fertile 
North or of Sharon and the Piain of Esdraclon. The success with which Palestine 
was colonised by the Crusaders showed the capacity of the land and its responsiveness 
to genuine endeavour. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the discussion, said that while they were all 
reatly indebted to the speakers for the information they had received, he felt that 
they must be very cautious in dealing with Palestinian colonisation. A few 
selected colonists might prosper; but immigration on a large scale would be 
liaastrous. The Jewish Colonisation Association, after many experiments, had 
been compelled to abandon any hope of doiog successful work in Palestine. He 
did not believe that dispersion meant assimilation. They might lose some of the 
peculiar customs they had acquired in Eastern lands, but they would always retain 
their essential identity. 

Mr. I. SANDELSON asked them to recognise the claims of the Zionist 
movement. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN pointed ont that whatever their views on Zionism, that 
was nota Zionist meeting. The Palestine Committee was an independent body 
which aimed at interesting Jews of all schools of thought in Palestine and its 
Jewish futare. 

Mr. R. M. SEBAG MONTEFIORE, in moving a vote of thanks to the speakers, 
to the Chairman, and to Mr. aod Mrs. Franklin said that he was afraid the Jew 
was too intellectual a person to be successful as a stolid agricaltural labourer. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. A. SCHWARZSCHILD, 


and carried 
unanimously. Mr. Franklin briefly replied.

JUDAISM AND SUFFRAGISM. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. PERCY COHEN, 25, Princelet Street, E. 


SikR.—I am reluctant to trouble your readers again after Mr. Samnel 
Leitman’s “ final rejoinder to my criticisms,” as he might consider me a bombastes 
furvwso of letter-writing. But his interpretation of my views, which, I flatter 
myself, are shared by the majority of your readers as well as by the non-assertive 
section of the Jewish Ministry, is so unfair that I have no recourse but to tell Mr. 
Leitman plainly that between languishing in the clouds and standing on (ferra 
firma there must necessarily be a vast differeuce in point of view. In addition to 
the Jewish Ministers’ traditional mission, Mr. Leitman and the worthy, but mis- 
gnided, pundits of the Jewish League for Woman Suffrage would have the 
Minister, from bis point of vantage in the pulpit, to dissect political and economic 
questions, which faire rager in the vast world outside the synagogue, and to present 
the resulte of this critical, amateurish, and always ecclesiastical analysis to the 
assembled congregants, who, we can assume, will be between the devil and the 
deep-sea as to the upshot of it all. 

It is not so much a question of the “hard and fast distinction between 
politics and religion” as it is one of the status and outlook of the Jewish 
Minister. Mr. Leitman seems to think that the Minister can be alternately 
religiously-minded and politically-minded, without straining the consciences either 
of the Minister or of his congregants. I assure himitien’t so. I will give him an 
example. The other day, as your readers well know, the Kav. Dr. Joseph Hoch 
man, in an outburst of intense sincerity though ridiculous partisanship, was 
reported to have said that Britain treated its woma-kind as badly as Rassia and 
Romsnia treated their Jewish subjects. Dr. Ilochman can legitimately give vent 
to such extravagances where he did. The viragoes and mic:aads will applaud him; 
the Jewish Leagne for Woman Snoffrage will be fillei with entbusiasm ; bat 
average men and women will treat such a comic-opera analogy with the contempt 
that it undoubtedly deserves. If Mr. Leitman had his way, Dr. Hochman would 
tell us these things in the pulpit. It is because I wish to protect Dr. Hochman 
and bis colleagues from themselves, that I would close the pulpit to such exercises. 
It is a simple issue, though Mr. Leitman has done his beet to plunge us all in the 
quicksands of sophistry. 

I learn that I am inaccurate in describing the “ micro-organic”™ passage of 
Mr. Leitman’s original letter as “ scientific philosopby.” Seeing that he does not 
place his sentiments under the category of any particular philosopby, I venture to 


suggest that Mr. Leitman is unable or is too modest to grace them with the con. 
soling advantage of a distinctive appellation. 


THE MACHZIKE HADASS AND

THe Porar Tracepy.-The Rev. D. Wasserzug prefaced his sermon at 
the Dalston Synagogue last Sabbath with an impressive referen:e to the Soath Polar 
tragedy The tragic story of the end of Captain Scott and his little band of heroes had 
touched the imagivation and the heart of the wh le world, for it was woven of the strands 
of fortitade, courage, devotion, noble victory and still nobler failare. They bad plucked 
glory ont of unparalleled bardship, and won renown amid dangers the most deadly. 
But the very forces whose conquest had established their fame for ever, in their tarn 
overcame them. Vanquished nature had revenged herself by destroying her victors. 
They had died in the pursnit of the bighest ends to which men can devute themselves, 
the interest. of science, the intellectual good of humanity, the enlargement of the 
boundaries of knowledge Their qnest was free from the remotest kind of gain: When 
money Was the supreme test of value and profit the chief end of man, it was well that 
the world should be stirred to its very roots by a story that was pare of-the reek of gold. 
The devotion of these men bad added a moral treasure to humanity of inestimable value. 
The Jewish community shared the sorrow which bad overtaken the pation in the 
irreparable loss which had befallen it; it would help, too, in the effort to raise a fund 
for the benefit of the families «f the:d: ad heroes.—Rabbi Dr. H. Gollancz preaching last 
Sabbath at Bayswater on the disaster, remarked : It bas been said, “the n ils that fasten 
together the planks of the boat's bows are the rivets of the fellowship of the world.” 
And if this be true of the ordinary mariner engaged in a voyage round the world, how 
much truer is it of the sea go ng life bent up »n the voyageof discovery in unkoown tracts 
of country, in icy.regions, far removed from civilisation and the hauntsofmen. True 
it is of the fate of the brave party in quest of the South Pole. In all corners of the earth 
there is beating one common pulse of admiration and sympathy for the intrepid comrades 
who, in their success, met with failure, and in the bour of triumph went to their doom. 
All are joining in the desireto honour the memory of men who have added to the world's 
history, another illustration of patient endurance, of courage and n> surrender, and of 
fearless activity in the face of danger. Asa Jewish congregation, our sympathy, deep 
and sinvere, goes out to the widows, relatives and children of the brave men, we p:ay 
that they may be sustained in their trial, grievous as i#is, by the consoling thought, 
that they whom they hold in sweet remembrance bave become renowned as men who died 
at the post of duty in the performance of work cheerfully undertaken and nobly done. 
—Preaching at the Sabbatn afternoon service at the East London Synagogue, the Rev. 
B. N. Michelson, B.A., alluded to tha inspiring circumstances surrounding the tragedy 
of the British Antarctic Expedition. What appealed to the public mind and heart even 
more than the bravery and devotion to duty aisplayed by Captain Scott and his little 
band was the sacr.fice they made for the sake of one another. Heroism could not go 
further than theirs. It was all in the true spirit of the Rabbinic apophthegm “ What 
shall a man do that he may Jive—kill him-elf! ”

TO THE EpITorR.—From “IN FELICE.” 


SIR,—Will you allow me a little space to say bow deeply [| am in sympathy 
with the views expressed by “Anti-Cant™ in your journal? Sarely the 
“ Shadchan ” system stands condemned, and everyone }) ssessing the slightest refine- 
ment and delicacy of sentiment must feel it a disgrace to our commonity that 
many of our Ministers should be so placed, that in order to live they must trade as 
marriage brokers! 

From the woman’s point of view, it is, indeed, fortunate that many Jewish 
girls of to-day, enjoying the advantage of a good and liberal education, prefer to 
take up a profestion rather than stay at home, waiting for a possible husband. 
We women are he!ping to change many things. We no longer call igaorance 
innocence, so our daughters, armed with a knowledge of the world, can take their 
places bravely in the field of labour, knowing that they are not forced to marry 
just for the sake of being kept. 

The marriage by arrangement seems to me an entirely wrong one, because so 
much stress is laid upon the material side; too much consideration given to what 
the man and woman /i7s, rather than what he or sheis. Such engagements are 
mostly too hurried for the young people even to become properly acquainted with 
each other. These unions may often by chance turn out bappily, bat who can 
deny the misery for which the “Shadchan” has been responsible? If the outside 
world learns little of this, it is because the Jewish wife will seldom lift the. veil of 
her married life in public. 

We reaire to raise the status of marriage altogether. If ths injudicions love 
marriage is to be deplor-d, the coldly-arranged union for gold is to be more so. 
We want to learn more of eugenics. We want to learn what really makes a happy 
wedded life. Better than all the riches is the man who comes from a good stock, 
who bas led a wholesome life, and who is able and willing to work for those he 
loves, and what more better or lasting dowry can a hasband require than the wife 
with the capable bands, and sweetly reasonable and se'f-sacrificing apirit-—shose 
qualities which alone can make his home really beautiful and happy ' 

It seems to me unworthy of bis high and sacred calling that the Minister of 
God should be a marriage-broker, but as marriage is one of the holiest and most 
important events in life be cannot dissociate himself from it. In every town, in 
every neighbourhood, there are lonely and uncared for lives craving human love 
and sympatby. 

We do not need the “Shadchan,” but we require more social life, more 
opportunities for men and women to meet on intellectual and recreative grounds. 
Very much is already done in this respect, bat we might perhaps, as congregations, 
do more by helping to form societies, to whjch our Ministers would, no doubt, 
gladly give their services, if we would only support and uphold them.

DORIC SIMPLICITY.

CURRANT PATTIES. 

1 oz. cornflour, 4 ozs. currants, 1 lemon, 4 ozs. castor sugar, } oz. butter, 
short-crust paste. 

Method.— Line some patty pans with thinly rolled out short-crust paste, pro- 
viding paste covers for each. Mix the cornflour with a gill of cold water, stir in 
the grated rind and juice of lemon, the currants and the sugar, cook all together 
for five minutes, stirring all the time, and add the butter; mix well, fill the paste- 
lined patty pans with the preparation, wet the edges of the paste, pat on the 
covers, brush over with sweet milk and bake twenty minutes. 

HOMINY PUDDING, 


2 oz. hominy, { pint milk, 1 egg, 1 oz. Castor sugar, 1 oz. currants, and half 
a tea-spoonfal vanilla flavouring essence. 

Method.—Bo! up the milk and stir in the hominy, and allow it to stand for 
about an hour. Beat in the egg, sweeten to taste, and add the flavouring essence, 
also the currants. Pour the mixture intoa buttered pie dish, and bake for about 
20 minutes in a moderately heated oven. Dredge with castor sugar and serve

Myers, “ The Ladies of St. James ” by Alfred Austin was rendered with a pleasiny 
sincerity of style. 

A trio of clever sistere—\rs. Kennedy-lraser, Miss Margaret Kennedy, and 
Mrs. Tobias Matthay—held the attention of a large audience on the eame evening at 
the .folian Hall. (Under the title of “Songs of the Hebrides,” Mrs. Kennedy- 
l’'raser gave an interesting musical lecture, in which, with persuasive elcquence, 
she described the history attached to the striking examples—in some cases of 
almost remote antiquity—and which were sympathetically interpreted by Mrs. 
Kennedy and Mr. Percy Heming, some notable instances being “The Sea Tangle” 
and “ Aillte.” The pianoforte accompaniments added by Mrs. Kennedy Fraser 
deserve special mention as maintaining unaltered the character and effect of the 
original theme, which is seldom preserved intact by transcribers of folk songs. 
Violin solos were contributed by Miss Winifred Smith, and the recitation of some 
Fiona Macleod poems by Mrs. Tobias Matthay lent to the programme a touch of 
that mystic Celtic atmosphere, in the weaving of which Mrs. Matthay is so 
fascinating an adept. Additional assistance at the piano was given by Miss 
Patutta Kennedy-Fraser. 

The same evening was also chosen for the vocal and pianoforte recital given 
at the Bechstein Hall by the two young Australian artists, Mise Eileen Boyd and 
Mr. Carl Budden-Morris. Miss Boyd proved her possession of a pleasant contralto 
voice, and showed a keen musical perception added to the essential gift of artistic 
expression in songs by Hayo Wolf, Bohm, Rossi, and Handel. Her inclusion of 
“The Worker,” by (; »un0d, was hardly commendable, owing to the unsuitability 
of the work for the classical concert room. Asa pianist, Mr. Carl Budden- Morris 
displaved a fall technical command, his tonch being crisp and dominant, specially 
marked in his rendering of the Toccato Fague of Bach (Taasig), bat one or two 
other items were somewhat lacking in interpretive force. 

Miss Mathilde Verne'’s winter season of “12 o'clock ” concerts was brought to 
a successfal conclusion at the A lolian Hall, on Tharsday, with a Schumann 
programme, to which Miss Verne’s own contribution was a very finished and 
picturesque interpretation of the “ Papillons,” as well as taking part in the quar- 
tette with Mise Ivy Angove, Miss Cecilia Gates, and Mr. Felix Salmond. The 
vocalist, who sang delightfully, was Miss Felia Dorio. 

Last Sunday Miss Annie Meller made her first uppearance at the Alexandra 
Theatre, Stoke Newington, in a concert given under the auspices of the National 
Sunday League. Miss Meller, who is a student at the Guildhall Dramatic School 
noder Mr. Basset Roe, and whose delightfal acting in the play, “ Petticoat 
Pertidy.” given by the Guildhall students a year ago may still be remembered, 
gave several recitations which were much appreciated by the crowded audience 
who demanded encores. Miss Meller is a daughter of Mr. Joseph Meller, an 
active commana! worker. 

In direct contrast to the strenuous playing prevalent at times, was that of 
Miss Ellen Edwards at her pianoforte recital given at the olian Hall on Monday. 
Possessed of an undoubted musical temperament, she displayed great facility of 
technique combined with a grace of expression dominated throughout by strong 
feminine personality. That this in no way involved loss of interpretive force was 
shown in her rendering of two Choral Preludes by Bach, which was refined and 
sympathetic, while that of Beethoven's Sonata “* Les Adieux ” Op. 81, was marked 
by a sensitive delicacy and finish. Miss Margaret Layton, who, as vocalist, joined 
forces with Miss Edwards, displayed a soprano voice of pleasing quality of tone. 
The violin obligato was p!ayed with mach delicacy of style by Miss Marjorie 
Clemens. Pianoforte accompaniments were tactfully rendered by Mr. Harold 
Samuel. 

Amiable intentions marked the programms of Misa Ethel Maas, as regards its 
variety in her vocal recital at the Bechstein on the same evening; but though her 
voice possesses considerable possibilities, it lacked somewhat the emotional 
temperament her selections demanded. Osberwise her contributions were inter- 
preted with sympathetic feeling, especially in Mozart’s “ Non so piu” (“ Nozze di 
Figaro”). A little group of modern songs was also recsived with well deserved 
applause. The name of the Australian violinist, Miss Leila Doubleday, has 
pleasant associations for many lovers of music, and her violin solos, among them 
being “ Walter’s Preisleid” from the “ Meistersingers” (Wagner), were instinct 
with charm and artistic feeling. Mr. Richard Epstein played, with his usual 
neat finish and expression, two mcvements from Grieg’s pianoforte Sonata io F 
major, and also rendered able assistance in the way of accompaniments. 

Miss Leah Pinnick, the charming Birmingham soprano, sang in Leamington 
on Monday last at a matin¢e given by Mile. Janotha, Court pianist to the German 
Emperor. Misa Pinnick was loudly applauded for her items, and personally com- 
plimented by Mlle. Janotha for her beautiful singing. 

Mr. Michael Zacharewitch announces the first performance of his new work 
depicting musically the “ Great Thoughts of Tolstoi,” arranged for piano, solo 
violin, strings and voice, and which will take place at his next series of * Concerts 
Intimes” at his studio in Berners Street, commencing on March tth.

WHITE SLAVE CHARGES DISMISSED.—At Marylebone Police Court on 
Wednesday, [-rnest Isaacs, estate agent. of the Coburg Court Hotel, Queen's 
Road, Bayswater, and Sloane Street, S.W., and Joseph Goldstein, a Ramanian 
salesman on the Corn Exchange, living at Trinity Square, Brixton, were 
before Mr. Panl Taylor to answer, on remand, charges under the Criminal 
Law Amendment Act brought against them by Lily Mand Farrow, 19, calling 
herself a shorthand-typist. Mr. Herbert Maskett, who conducted the case 
for the (“ommisstoner of Police, now stated that the fullest inquiry had been 
made into the charges, and he asked to be allowed not to offer any further 
evidence. The story which the girl had told was entirely false, and he asked that 
the prisoners should be discharged. The girl was a native of Lawshall, Saffolk, 
and the daughter of a blacksmith, to whom she had given mach trouble. She 
had robbed him, and had had to leave her situation for misconduct. She had been 
charged at Kingston, in Surrey, with larceny, and pat on probation for two years. 
Since the remand she had been taken before the jastices at Kingston for failing to 
report hereelf to the probation officer, and remanded. Mr. laal Taylor remarked 
that the girl could only be described as a very serious danger to society. He told 
the prisoners that he had the greatest possible pleasure in discharging them with- 
out the slightest stain on their characters. 

Mr. F. b. Magsuacy, one of the University of Oxford Coroners, held an inqnest 
on Tuesday on the body of Sydney Abraham Cohen, exhibitioner of Exeter College, 


Oxford, who shot himself with a revolver in his rooms on Monday night. The 
Kector of Exeter (Dr. Jackson) was foreman of the jury, and the inquest 
was held in the ball of the College.

WHITE SLAVE CHARGES DISMISSED.—At Marylebone Police Court on 
Wednesday, |:rnest Isaacs, estate agent. of the Coburg Court Hotel, Queen's 
Road, Bayswater, and Sloane Street, 5.W., and Joseph Goldstein, a Ramanian 
salesman on the Corn Exchange, living at Trinity Square, Brixton, were 
before Mr. Paul Taylor to answer, on remand, charges under the Crimina! 
Law Amendment Act brought against them by Lily Mand Farrow, 19, calling 
herself a shorthand-typist. Mr. Herbert Maskett, who conducted the case 
for the (“ommisstoner of Police, now stated that the fullest inquiry had been 
made into the charges, and he asked to be allowed not to offer any further 
evidence. The story which the girl bad told was entirely false, and he asked that 
the prisoners should be discharged. The girl was a native of Lawshall, Saffolk, 
and the daughter of a blacksmith, to whom she had given mach trouble.

In the Haphtorah to be read in the synagogues 
to-morrow we are told that wonderful story of Elijah 


and the prophets of Baal, one of the most dramatic 


incidents recorded in the Bible, one that is perhaps 
more familiar to most people than many another Biblical 
story. Let us recall what the Bible tells us. 


Famine. 


The land of Israel was suffering from famine and 
drought and the great prophet Elijah, speaking in God’s 
name, did not hesitate to tell Ahab, the wicked king, that 
this calamity had been brought upon the country by his 
misdeeds. It is one of the secrets of the influence of the 
Hebrew prophets that they were able to make use of 
the phenomena of Nature for enforcing religious lessons. 
Most of the prophets, by their vocation, were in close 
communion with Nature and knew how to employ 
natural manifestations for the purpose of adding weight 
to their exhortations. 


Saving the Horses.
